T he T r ia l o f C arey’s a la y er. 
L o n d o n, September 28th.—O’Donnell, the 
murderer of Carey, was this evenirg brought 
up before Magistrate Flowers, in the Bow- 
street Court, when his examination was re 
sumed. 
Sullivan, counsel for O’Donnell, 
cross-examined Parish and Jones, witnesses 
for the prosecution, but nothing new was 
elicited. 
The Court-room was crowded. 
Among 
those present were J. C. McCoan, M. P. for 
Wicklow, and Arthur O’Connor, M. P. for 
OueeoB ct uaty. Sallivan, counsel for O'Don­ 
nell, crosB examined James Parish, a servant 
on the steamer Melrose, and ThomaB Jones, 
boatswain, bnt elicited from them nothing 
new. When the latter repeated O'Donnell's 
expression to Carey, “ I did not do it,” the 
prisoner, who maintained a cool demeanor 
throughout the examination, smiled, as if the 
expression amused him. 
Parish testified 
that he saw no evidence of passion on the 
part of O’Donnell dnriog the shooting. Both 
Parish and boatswain Jrnes testified that 
they saw no struggle between O’Donnell and 
Carey. The son of Carey, when cross-ex­ 
amined, stated that O’Donnell was sitting 
down when he fired the first Bhot at his 
father, and that his father did not grapple 
with O’Donnell. He admitted that he might 
have testified, when under examination at 
Cape Town, that O’Donnell said to Mrs. Ca­ 
rey, “ I had to do it,” or “ Idid doit.” W it­ 
ness maintained, however, that his statement 
Tuesday was correct, namely, that O’Donnell 
used the words, “ I was sent to do it,” until 
he was closely pressed by his cross examina­ 
tion, when he said he was not quite clear 
what were the words really used by O’Don­ 
nell. Mrs. Carey, widow of the murdered 
informer, was called. 
She appeared in deep 
mourning, and excited the special interest of 
the spectators, and Bevetal murmurs of sym­ 
pathy were heard. 
In giving her testimony 
she recounted the incidents of the shooting, 
corroborating the other witnesses in regard to 
the circumstances of the murder, except that 
she swore that after her husband was shot she 
said to O’Donnell, “ You shot my husband.” 
O’Donnell replied, she said, “ Don't blame 
me ; I was sent to do it.” Whereupon the 
woman who was with him said. “ Don’t mind 
O'Donnell. 
You are no informer.” 
The 
crosB-examinatioa of Mrs. Carey by Sallivan 
failed to shake her testimony. 
She denied 
that she had talked to her son about his evi­ 
dence. Magistrate Flowers asked O’Donnell 
if he had anything to say in answer to the 
charge of mnrderiDg Carey. 
He replied, 
“ Not at present.” 
The prisoner was then 
ordered to stand for trial at the next session 
of the Criminal Court.

The M unicipal Council of Paris have at 
last voted a credit for the electric lighting 
of the principal rooms of the Hotel de 
Ville. 
Spain is to have the luxury of dining 
cars on her railways, under the manage 
m ent of a special company, which has ob 
tained a concession of the right of running 
them for tw enty years. 
In Russia, for locomotives and stationary 
engines, the use of native mineral fuel as 
compared with foreign is steadily increas 
ing. 
Some railways not far from coal eries 
have, strange to say, returned to the com 
bastion of wood. 
The Swedish and Danish Governments 
have decided to lay down anew submarine 
cable betw een their respective countries. 
The cable, which will consist of four wires, 
will be laid from Helsenborg to Elsinore 
and by the island of Hveen. 
According to Dr. Van l)ar Yen’s re­ 
searches 
phosphor-bronze 
in telephone 
lines has about 20 per cent of the conduct­ 
ing power a£ copper, silicon-bronza about 
70 per cent., while the Bteel as used in 
wires has only about 10 5 per cent, 
A concentrated solution of bichrom ate 
of potash and glae makes, it is said, a ce­ 
m ent for repairing articles of broken glass 
which will resist boiling water, 
The ce­ 
m ent is first carefully applied to the snr 
face, and after the fractured parts are 
brought together the whole is exposed to 
the action of the sun. 
Professor Hughes finds th at the critical 
state of soft iron, when it ceaseB to be a t­ 
tracted by a magnet, is reached ju st when 
the iron is heated to a yellow white, or be­ 
tween white and red heat. 
Steel also loses 
its power of being magnetized when it is 
heated, and on bring cooled 100° below zero 
loses it again. 
N ickel sim ilarly parts with 
its magnetic property at the very low tem ­ 
perature of boiling w ater. 
A t the Jardin d'Acclim atation of Pari9 
there has been an interesting arrival. 
It 
consists of an entire tribe of Kalmucks 
from the desert lands near the Caspian Sea. 
There are nine men and eight women, be­ 
sides several children. 
W ith the tribe 
were also brought IS camels, 15 mares and 
young horses, 10 Ktiirghiz sheep, tents, in­ 
strum ents, arm ;, etc. 
The group m ust be 
exceedingly picturesque.

For the 
first half of 1883 the production is esti­ 
mated at 70 000 uet tons, worth, at $90 
per too, $6 300.000. 
A very large propor­ 
tion of the lead ore smelted is argentifer­ 
ous, and is worked for its silver contents, 
and not for the value of the lead. 
In the 
cenBns year ending May 31, 1880, the 
amount of white lead corroded was report­ 
en a* 123,477,890 pounds, worth abont $8,­ 
770 699.

1'ne discovery of M. H eddebault is prov­ 
ing of cinsiderable value. 
W hen cotton 
and wool are combined he subjects the 
m aterial to superheated steam under a 
pressure of five atmospheres. 
The wool 
soon melts and falls to the bottom of the 
vessel, leaving the cotton or other vege­ 
table fibre clean and in 
a 
condition 
suitable for paper-making, 
A fterw ard tt.e 
m elted wool is evaporated to dryness, 
when it beoomes completely soluble in wa­ 
ter and is called azotm e—a substance very 
rich in nitrogen and of great agricultural 
im»ortance. 
It is well known, Bays the Industrial 
Chronicle, th at the round form is the best 
for cnimneys in workshops. 
I t facilitates 
the escape of the smoke and gives less hold 
for the wind, besides requirin g less m ate­ 
rial for construction. Round chimneys are, 
however, difficult to build, and in some 
places the w ant of workmen able to make 
the round kind has compelled the adop­ 
tion of square or octagonal forms. 
To ob­ 
viate this a European firm makes bricks 
in the snape of wedges, and corresponding 
w ith the radius which the chimney is to 
have. 


The English turban is a very popular hat 
this season. 
Delicate nuns’ gray kid sandals are worn 
w ith home toilets, over silk stockings of 
pale lilac, black, or dark red. 
C harlotte Corday cloaks of golden fawn- 
colored cashmere, lined w ith deep cardinal, 
are the latest of stylish and elegant travel­ 
ing wraps. 
Spanish jew elry, showing large leaves 
and flowers tinted in their natural colors, 
and studded w ith tiny diamonds and'pearla, 
is ju st now in high vogue. 
N uns’ gray cashmere or cloth of the 
finest qualify and golden brown velvet are 
beautiful eombiued in walking dresses aud 
carriage costumes, lately sent over from 
Paris. 
G o ld en faw n -co lo red French c ash m ere, 
trim m e d w ith 
p an els, 
re v e rs, sh o u ld er- 
cap e, a n d p o c k e ts of d a rk Russian g reen 
v e lv e t, form s a n o v el a n d e le g a n t c arria g e 
dreBS of W o r th ’s late d esig n in g . 
The newest brocaded ottam an eilks are 
in designs of fruits and trailing vines, and 
the scissors of the dressmakers will make 
as great havoc w ith apples, plums, apri­ 
cots, 
hops, nasturtium s, grapes and the 
like as they did last Beason w ith the heads 
of beasts aud birds. 
C'ichemire pattern bands are quite iu 
favor, and are likely to be more so as the 
autum n advances. Most of these imported 
Indian trimmings, w ith dress fabrics en 
suite, are of sufficiently high price to add 
considerable value to the possession of a 
toilet of this kind. 
These rich Oriental 
trim m ings are employed only on dark 
dresBes or those of neutral tint. 
Rumor reaches America th at the most 
fashionable ladies of Paris are going from 
one extreme to the other in the m atter of 
the shape of the sleeve, and th at the very 
close-fitting style will, in a measure at 
least, give way to a full flowing one. 
The 
“ pagoda " a n d “ angel ” sleeves are to be 
worn, as well as the artistic “ A andyke ” 
and leg-o’-m utton shapes. 
Puffed Bleeves 
are to be in varied styles, and sleeve-dis- 
tenders and “ arm-improvers ” are to be 
worn w ith sleeves cut close up to the 
shoulder and a puff at the elbow.

A very stylish walking dress for a young 
girl is made of cream-colored and royal 
blue checked tweed, trim m ed w ith dark- 
blue plush. 
The underskirt is laid in 
panels about three-eighths of a yard in 
width, w ith kiltings of the tweed between. 
A band of the plash is set down the centre 
of each panel. 
The paniers and sash dra­ 
pery of the tweed are finished w ith bias 
bands of the plush. 
Tbe skirts are a t­ 
tached to a jersey bodice of dark-blue silk 
stockinette, or, if preferred, the bodice 
may be of the tweed. 
In this case the 
bottom of the bodice is finished by cutting 
the edge into blocks, which reach from the 
waist down, and are lined with plush. Tbe 
cuffs are made to correspond. 
Tne bodice 
it closed by a silk cord which is wound 
from side to sido around tiny blue enamel 
and gold buttons. 
This cord also outlines 
the edges of the square tabs. 
Plain velvet will bo in great use for the 
autum n and winter. 
I t will not only 
share a prom inet part in millinery, wraps, 
and costumes, but will obtain prime im­ 
portance in robes of ceremony, forming a 
distinguishing component in the rich and 
elegant Grecian tea-dreaaes now affected 
by the ultra-fashionable, and besides its 
use for reception, evening, and dinner 
toilets, will also constitute an im portant 
factor in handsome wedding-dresses. Very 
magnificent robes of this description have 
already been exhibited, showing a com­ 
bination of 
w hite brocaded satin with 
white velvet, the court-train being of the 
former fabric, opening over a bodice and 
petticoat of the velvet, adorned with white 
lace, or pearl-beaded passementeries and

THE WOOINQ OF MONTEZUMA, 


The Indian dance is not merely a pleas­ 
ant pastime for the light-hearted and friv­ 
olous to engage in. 
I t is a religious rite— 
a prose poem. 
It perpetuates the history 
as well as the religion of the Indian. 
I t is 
a drama, a lyrical representation of im ­ 
portant events in the history of a rude and 
uncultivated people th at have no better 
means of perpetuating their deeds than 
through traditionary recital and common- 
folk lore. 
A t Santa Fe I have witnessed a 
new revelation in the history of this strange 
people. 
I have seen dances different from 
any I have seen daring the past tw enty, 
five years. 
The one th at impresses me 
quite as much as any other is the wooing 
of Montezuma. 
I t took ju st an hour and 
a half by my watch to render the dance 
poem. 
I t was skillfully, majestically, 
beautifully rendered. 
The dancers were 
both Mexican and Pueblo Indians. 
The 
num ber performing was twelve, not includ­ 
ing the fair Lupeta Archnletia, represent­ 
ing the lovely bride, and the manly Fran­ 
cisco 
Gomez, personating the monarch 
lover, the great Montezuma. 
The wooing 
of Montezuma is danced by twelve chiefs. 
On the occasion referred to they em­ 
phatically 
mingled 
and 
blended 
the 
ancient and modem civilization in dress 
as well as in the general features of the 
dance. 
Some enterprising clothing m er­ 
chant had presented them w ith a cheap 
pair of pantaloons and vest each. 
W ith 
these still retaining the salesman's card 
mark for ornament, a calico shirt, a Navajo 
or Zuni blanket, a silk veil worn as a mask, 
and brand-new cowhide shoes richly orna­ 
mented and highly decorated, tbe dancers 
were arrayed. 
They had their attendants 
to arrange the endleSB amount of ribbons 
in bright colors, pendant from the head and 
shoulders. Their faces were highly painted, 
though masked. The monarch lover, M ont­ 
ezuma, was, of course, more gorgeously 
arrayed. 
H íb crown was particularly no­ 
ticeable and gaudy. 
The lovely bride of 
Montezuma, Lupeta Archuletia, the fair 
Maliwehe, was dressed iu a beautiful white 
dress, latest style, and very expensive. 
H er head was highly ornamented. 
She 
wore a pair of new shoes of reasonably 
good m aterial. 
W ith so much civilization 
fixings old M ontezuma would hardly have 
recognized the bride. 
She carried the two 
briliant silk handkerchiefs in the same way 
as the m en.—[Corr. Kansas City Times.

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THE SEWAGE PROBLEM. 


AN 
INTEBESTIFG 
CONSIDERATION 
OF 
THE 
PNEUMATIC SYSTEMS. 


A dvantages of th e Shone M ethod Over 
th a t of th e L iernur, an d Its 
A d ap tatio n to Our Needs. 


W e published T» few days since an ex­ 
tended synopsis of a report upon sewage, 
by State Engineer H all, in which was dis­ 
cussed the relative advantages of dam ping 
sewage and th at of applying it to lands. 
Some points considered in an nnpnblished 
portion of the report are of special interest 
in the present discussion of this subject for 
application to the needs of this city. 
In 
it the question of sewage works, as well 
as sewage disposal, are treated of, aud the 
Shone pneum atic system, which City En­ 
gineer Bassett proposes for our adoption, 
is strongly advocated. 
Mr. llall says, id reference to the ques­ 
tion of sewage removal, th at w hether 
sewage 
is 
to 
be 
mingled 
w ith 
the 
w a t * , of the river, or be used in irriga­ 
tion, the engineering question as to means 
of economical and efficient m ovement of 
the sewage remains to he considered as a 
distinct proposition. 
This 
problem re­ 
solves itself, he says, into two parts. Fxrst, 
tne collection of the sewage, and, eecond, 
the transmission of it to the outfall, no 
m atter where situa ed. 
The movement of 
Bewage m atter iseffeoted in three ways : (a) 
by natural gravity flow ; (b) by direct m e­ 
chanical compulsion (Dumping), or (c) by 
indirect m echanical propulsion (pneumatic 
pressure). 
A fter a discussion of the gravity flow, 
and pnmping system s, as applicable locally 
at th e site for which the report was w rit- 
teo, the following review of the pneumatic 
system s of sewerage is given : 


1' 111 , 
PNEUMATIC SYSTEMS OF SEWKHAflE. 
As a pro jelling agent atm ospheric pres­ 
sure is u tiizv d to transm it power in two 
w ays: (1) The norm al pressure of the at- 
mo-phera to liil a rarified space ; (2) the 
expansive pressure of compressed air in 
seesing to establish an equilibrium w ith 
the surrounding atm osphere. 
The first of 
these are called vacuum processes; the 
second plenum processes. 
T h e' Liernur 
sewerage system is a vacuum process, and 
th e Shone sewerage system is a plenum 
process. 
By the L ornnr system tbe sewage is col­ 
lected from a neighborhood of halt a dozen 
to a dozen blocks, to a locally central tank 
by exhausting the air from th at tank and 
then opening in succession the valves of 
the drain pipes which come from different 
subdivisions of tbe local neighborhood, 
thus perm itting air to rush in from the 
outside atm osphere through 
the 
pipe, 
and carrying with it the sewage m atter. 
The collection of th e sewage being thus 
effected, it is removed by similar dumpage 
wherever d esired ; 
or in place of the 
wheeled tank a main pipe leads from each 
1 ical tank to a larger central tank, into 
which the sewage is drawn by the creation 
of a partial vacuum therein, as in the case 
of draw ing it from the neighborhood houses 
to the local tank, and so the sewage from 
alt the local tanks about a town is thus 
collected in at a central station, there to be 
disoosed of as may seem best fitting. 
W hen tbia system has been adopted the 
sewage is generally treated chemically in- 
the central tanks, the solid m atter made 
into m anure, 
and th e clarified 
liquid 
passed away to some stream or other out­ 
fall. 
I t will be seen from the foregoing th at 
the Liernur system is essentially a collect­ 
ing system. 
Tnere m ust always be a tank 
at the outfall eud of the pipe, wherein to 
create the partial vacuum and draw the 
Bewage m atter by atm ospheric pressure 
from the other end of the supply pipe — 
w hether the pipe comes from the house 
where the sewage m atter is produced, or 
from a local tank where it has been col­ 
lected—to the general central tank, where 
treated for destruction. 
The system m ust 
then alw ays be combined w ith some other 
system for the ultim ate disposal of the 
liquid Be wage. 
W hen collected it m ust be 
conducted away by gravity to its ultim ate 
outfall, or m ust be forced, artificially, away 
to a like point of disposal. 


THE SHOKS SYSTEM. 
By th e Shone system of sewerage the 
Bewage m atter is collected into local tanks 
or ejectors (so oalled), as in the case of the 
LiernuT system , from small neighborhoods 
of a few blocks, by gravity flow in ordi­ 
nary sewer pipes, and is thence forced 
•a way through larger pipes to any desired 
point of outfall, or to a central tank and 
thence to the cattail point by the pressure 
of compressed air behind it. 
This system 
is much the simplest and cheapest in con­ 
struction and economical of management, 
and is best adapted to effect the ultim ate 
disposal of the sewage ; and, in my judg­ 
ment, is the least likely to fail in detail of 
operation. 
Both system s require the creation of 
power at a central station—the one by ra ti­ 
fying the atmosphere in a large receiver or 
tank, the other by compressing air in a 
sim ilar, but, to effect the same work, a 
much sm aller tank. 
In the case of the 
Liernur system, the pressure of one atm o­ 
sphere only can possibly be had ; while in 
tne Shone system air may be compressed 
to the pressure of half a dozen or more at- 
znojpheres and thns utilized. 
In th e Liernnr system, special appliances 
have to be introduced in connection w ith 
each house drained, and an air-tight iron 
pipe m ast lead thence to the local tank ; 
while in the Snone system the collection to 
tho local tanka is effected by the ordinary 
sewer pipes, there being no peculiar ap­ 
pliances needed bnt the valve at the end 
of each at the local tank. 
In the Liernur 
system tbe operation of collecting is effect­ 
ed only by the intervention of attendants, 
whose duty it is to go around and succes­ 
sively tu rn on and off the connections be­ 
tween the different houses and the local 
tanks ; while by the Shone system the 
collection goes on by natural flow from the 
bouses to the local tanks w ithout the in­ 
tervention of attendants. 
In both the Liernur and the Shone sys­ 
tems local tanks have to be provided. 
In 
tiie case of the Liernur these tanks and 
valves m ust be almost absolutely air-tight, 
otherw ise the loss of power would be great 
in proportion to the amount possible to be 
acquired from the atmospheric pressure. 
W hile in the ease of the Shone system the 
reserve of power may be so much in excess 
of the am ount needed th at the works need 
not be nearly so perfect in construction 
and delicate in operation. 
In both 
system B central stations are 
necessitated, w ntre power is to be gener­ 
ated either from steam or w ..t;r power 
m achinery; in tbe case of the Liernur 
system , by tho rarefaction of the atm os­ 
phere in the large receiver or tank ; and in 
the case of the Shone Bystem, by compress­ 
ing air in the similar tank. 
Here again 
the Shone system has the advantage, for 
air-compr ssing machinery does not have 
to be as perfect and delicate in make as 
m achinery to produce a vacuum. 
In both systems special air pipes have to 
be laid from the central power station to 
the local neighboring tanks—in the ease 
of the Liernur system to withdraw the air 
from the tanks in order th at they may in 
tn rn draw the sewage from the buildings ; 
and in th e case of the Shone system to 
convey 
compressed 
air 
to 
the 
local 
tauke, in order th at the collected sew­ 
age m ay be foroed thence to a central tank 
or ultim ate point of outfall. 
Here, again, 
for reasons sim ilar to those already given, 
the Shone system has the advantage. 
In the complete adoption of each system 
pipes have to be laid from each local neigh­ 
borhood tank to th e central tank or outfall. 
In the case of the Liernur system this pipe 
m ust be m aintained absolutely air-tig h t; 
while in the Shone system the pipe need 
not be so perfect, or in other words slight 
leaks will not defeat the operation. In the 
case of the Liernur system the operation of 
removing the sewage from the local tanks 
is done by the intervention of attendants 


m anipulating the valves. 
In the case of 
the Shone system the operation is auto­ 
matic, and requires no attention. 
W hen 
the tank gets full the inlet valves are 
closed, the compressed air is turned on, the 
sewage is driven out, and the tank made 
ready to receive more sewage autom atically. 
In the caBe of both systems the m atter 
of grades or fall of the pipes, as is neces­ 
sary in any system where the sewage flows 
in pipes by the force of gravity alone, is 
imm aterial ; indeed, tbe pipes may, w ith­ 
out detrim ent, except tbe consumption of 
a little extra power, run on up grades as 
well as on down grades or slopes. 
B nt in 
the Liernur system the power is neces­ 
sarily lim ited, while in the Shone system 
it may be m ultiplied aud held in reserve 
to any deaired amount. 
I t is in this respect wherein the pneu­ 
m atic system s of sewerage possess greater 
and unquestioned advantages over any 
gravity system, and wherein the Shone 
system exceeds ail others in its adaptabil­ 
ity of application to low and flat sites. 
In tbe Shone system tbe local or neigh­ 
borhood tacks are p at near enough to­ 
gether 
and 
deep enough underground 
(eight to twelve feat) to adm it of good 
grades or elopes in the collecting pipes 
from tbe bouses of the adjacent blocks, 
aud these pipes need never exceed six 
inches in diam eter, or be laid more than 
six or seven feet as a maximum, and four 
feet as an average below the street sui face. 
U nder these cireumstauces extrem e econ­ 
omy in construction and perfect efficiency 
of operation are insurtd to the point of 
collecting the sewage into the local tanka. 
Then, in this system, the pipes leading 
from the local tanks being operated under 
pressure, are retained at sizes less than six 
inches, and can follow the undulations of 
the ground along their route, being laid 
only deep enough (two or three feet below 
the surface) to protect them from injury ; 
whereas, in a gravity system, the pipes 
m ust necessarily be of larger dimensions 
aud set on sucn grades or slopo3 as neces­ 
sitates great cost for excavation in lay ing 
them , unless the ground has sufficient fall 
for the required slope. 
In my judgm ent the efficiency of the 
Shone system, or of some system involving 
tbe principles on which it is founded, is 
undoubted, and its economy for adaptation 
to low and flit sites may he readily ehown. 
I t is not too much to say th at tbe adoption 
of this principle in the movem ent of sew­ 
age, and the application of the sewage to 
land in irrigation, as I have heretofore set 
forth in detail, together furnish the desired 
solution to the sewage and sewerage prob­ 
lems for interior sites, such as California 
presents so many of. 
B ut when we have come to this point, 
we have only ju st begun tne study of the 
subject. 
As I have before shown, the uBe 
of sewage in irrigation on land may prove 
a total failure and produce the worst re­ 
sults. 
Sewage irrigation is an operation 
to be prepared for with care and knowl­ 
edge, and to be prosecuted with judgm ent. 
And so a pneumatic system of sewerage 
is a delicate scientific machine, to be 
planned and executed under the supervi­ 
sion of one who has knowledge of physics, 
mechanical movements and construction. 
No more perfect failure and complete waste 
of money m ight be made than liy attem pt­ 
ing to earry 
out pneumatic 
sewerage 
works as sewerage systems have heretofore 
been put in operation in California.

Arguing in favor of making instruction 
in the use of bar.il tools a part of the pub­ 
lic school course, a Boston paper takes the 
ground th at preparation for active life can­ 
not be accomplished by exclusive brain de­ 
velopment. 
The hand m ust be trained as 
well. 
“ How many of our graduates can 
drive a nail ? 
H ow many can split fire­ 
wood iu the easiest way ? 
How many can 
saw, plaae. bore, glue, or m ike a box ? 
Many of our youth in the schools to day, 
who seem to lose their ordinary wits when 
a book is placed before them, would be­ 
come m aster workmen w ith tools, if once 
given the 
opportunity 
of 
their 
use ; 
and even tho 
most 
studious 
scholars 
would rather gain 
than lose w ith this 
power over inanimate things which is won 
by the knowledge of the use of tools. 
Be­ 
sides the advantage of manual skill it has 
been 
shown 
by 
experience 
that 
intellectual 
training 
is 
assisted 
by 
a carefully-arranged and system atic in­ 
struction in this 
b-anch of 
industrial 
science. Undue attention to purely m ental 
studies is diverted, 
the intelligence is 
aroused, and a healthful and revivifying 
cbauge is brought about hy active occupa­ 
tion. 
The testim ony of physicians lias 
shown the advantage to pupila, physically, 
in the use of tools.” All this is true, but it 
does not follow- th at every public school- 
house can r-adily be eularged to make 
room for a work-shop. 
B itter results can 
be obtained—certainly a t present—by en­ 
couraging the 
im provem ent of 
out-of­ 
school hours, by meaus of working ¡las­ 
times, and by helping boys and girls to get 
the too's they desire. 
A great deal m ight 
be done in this direction by giving hand 
tools as priziB for diligence and good be­ 
havior in school; or for the production of 
creditable hits of handiw ork during leisure 
hours. 
1’ractical men in every school dis­ 
trict could easily be got to contribute the 
cost of the tools so given as prizes, and 
having tho tools the young folks would not 
be slow in finding occasions for using 
them .—[The M istery. 


Java aud its Volcanoes. 
There arc about fifty volcanoes on the 
island of Java, which is 630 miles long by 
33 to 120 miles broad. 
Earthquake shocks 
are frequent, and volcanic eruptions have, 
from tim e to time, spread death and dis­ 
aster arourd. 
In 1822 an eruption of 
M ount Galung-guag destroyed 114 villager 
and 4,000 people. 
In IS43 Mount G untur 
threw out sand and asbes day aud night, 
covering plantations and villages, and caus­ 
ing an awful destruction of human life. In 
1S07 earthquake shocks rocked and rent 
the island, and in the town of Jokjokarha 
alone thousands of lives were lost. 
Iu 
1878 aud 1870 there were destructive 
earthquakes. 
B at none of these disasters 
was to be compared a ith that of the latter 
part of August, details of which are still 
wanting. 
The ecene of the disaster is the 
extrem e western end of the island, where 
the Straits of Suuda rolls sixty miles in 
width between Java and Sumatra. 
The 
location of tbe 
volcanoes which have 
worked such awful havoc is the province of 
Bantam. 
The 
southern portion of the 
coast, 
which 
borders 
tbe 
strait, 
is 
high and rocky, asoendiog through the for­ 
ests of the interior towards the loftiest 
summits, where the tiies of the great vol­ 
canoes Papandayang and G ucung Kerang 
bnrn continually. 
Toward the north there 
are wide plains term ina.ing in extensive 
marshes which are washed by the waters of 
the strait. 
On these plains were many 
villages, and here was the city of Bantam, 
formerly the capita! of the province, popu 
lous and thriving, but some years ago de- 
Berted for the safer and healthier location 
of Serang, where a large trade is carried 
on. 
I t is the low land of the province of 
Bantam which has been covered many feet 
deep by the ashes from the volcanoes, and 
it was along itB coast th at rivers of lava 
flowed into the 3trait and a terrible rush of 
w ater from the sea overwhelmed all the 
coast, sweeping 
away dwel'ings, light­ 
houses and Government buildings, and re­ 
tired—charged with a vast freight of death 
and ruin. 
The loss of life is estim ated as 
high as 100,000. 
I t may not have been 
more than half th at num ber.—[The M as­ 
tery.

THE 
BEGRO 
SHARE FARMER. 


The cbaDges wrought by the civil war 
in the South have produced one character 
whom we found one of the most interest­ 
ing studies of a recent trip through the 
South. 
W e allude to the Negro Share 
Farm er. 
A t home, in his ramshackle 
cabin, among his lean pigs, his bony cattle 
and his always numerous family, or in the 
m arket place, w ith his spike team, often 
composed of a mule and a cow, which he 
has driven a long day’s journey to sell a 
dollar’s w orth of wood or a couple of bush­ 
els of potatoes, he presents a grotesque and 
interesting type. 
I t would be difficult, 
probably, to get down to poorer and less 
profitable agriculture than the share farmer 
practices. 
But he manages to scrape a liv­ 
ing out of the ground, exactly how he 
would perhaps sometimes find it difficult 
to explain himself. 
You come upon his cabin among the pine 
woods, w ith a patch of scraggy com be­ 
hind it, and the ground around strew n 
with faggots, among which pick a strag­ 
gling crew of rusty fowls. 
A couple of 
curs bark furiously a t you, and a couple of 
pigs, whioh look like dogs, they are so 
bony and long-legged, tro t grunting away 
into the brush. 
The mossy roof is sagging 
on its yielding beams ; there are great fis­ 
sures in the m ud-plastered chimney, and 
the wind finds ingress through the cracks 
between the slabs and logs of the walls, 
from which the mud has fallen. 
The com­ 
motion your approach has aroused brings a 
troop of children tum bling over one an­ 
other out into the road, to watch you w ith 
wide open mouths and eyes, and shrinking 
back when you look at them. 
A sturdy 
negreas, with a cob pipe, gives you a 
courtesy in the doorway ; behind her you 
see a figure like the w itch of a fairy tale 
cowering in the big fireplace ; the figure of 
some old grandm other or grandfather, car­ 
rying the weight of nearly a century on a 
bent back. 
As you ride on, you perhaps 
come upon the farmer, sturdy and un­ 
couth, hoeing in his potato patch, or wan­ 
dering among h s corn or cotton. 
The share tanner obtains his title from 
the tenure hy which he holds his laud. He 
rents it at the simple price of half its yield. 
It is commonly a portion of some large 
plantation, often of the same on which he 
once labored. 
The system of share farm ­ 
ing has given existence to another type be­ 
sides the farmer himself. 
This is the 
banker, as he calls himself ; the usurious 
money lender as he really is. This worthy, 
like the class he thrives iff of, is a negro. 
He is in a small way a capitalist, and his 
business is simply lending money on the 
security of the share larm er’s crop. 
Few 
of the thriftless blacks can resist the tem p­ 
tation of auticipating their gains, and the 
banker is an obliging fritud, when be con­ 
siders it safe to be so. 
In business he is, 
by all accounts,desperately hard and grind­ 
ing, otherwise he is eminently respectable, 
and not unfrequently a preacher of no lit­ 
tle local fame, 
Between the money he 
owes this creditor and hiB store account 
for molasses, tobacco, etc., also Becuredby 
his crop, the share farmer is often saved 
the trouble of handling any money at all 
for it, when it has been gathered. 
Such as it is, the existence of the npgro 
share farmer is not devoid of elements of 
picturesqueness. 
His labor is hard and his 
fare coarse, but he is a tough, rude maD, 
and has no craving for unknown luxuries. 
Among the fogs of early day he is at work; 
when ffight falls he liddies or croons his 
simple melodies before the yawning fire­ 
place of his cabin. 
He generally has an 
old gun and wages war upon such game as 
the woods around him shelter. 
W hat lit­ 
tle leisure he enjoys he spends in sleep. In 
the scale of education he ranks very low. 
He cannot riad or write. 
His ideas are 
frequently clouded hy superstition, though 
quite often he exhibits a peculiarly keen 
native wit and canning, which make him a 
great bargainer, and stand him in good 
stead in nis dealings with men of better 
knowledge. 
His d reB S is a mass of patches 
and of rags. 
B ut he is as well dressed as 
his neighbors, aud has no ambition to 
outdo them . 
His children wear a single 
garment, a shirt of coarse cotton, appa­ 
rently never washed. 
The women folks 
own a dress of calico each, aud a showy 
cotton handkerchief and shoes f u r state oc­ 
casions. 
If the farmer has any money he 
ties it up iu old rags aud hides it in holes 
in his fireplace or under the hearth. 
R ak­ 
ing out his money at night and counting it 
by the firelight is his greatest, perhaps his 
only luxury.—[American A griculturist. 


GYMNASTICS AS 
A 
CURE OF DISEASE. 


Boerhaavp, the great Dutch physician, 
inscribed on the wall of his lecture-ruom, 
“ I gave the medicine, God cured the dis­ 
ease.” 
He was far in advance of the doc­ 
tors of his era, and promulgated ideas 
which were then novel, but which scieuce 
has siuce made common place. 
In an age 
of dosing, when quantity was as much 
thought of as quality, he said : “ W hen I 
reflect on the imm unity of hardworking 
people from the effects of wrong living and 
overfeeding, I cannot help thinking that 
most of our fashionable diseases m ight he 
cured mechanically, instead of chemically, 
by climbing a bitterwood tree, or chopping 
it down, if you like, rather than swallow­ 
ing a decoction of its disgasting leaves.” 
Each school boy now knows th at physical 
vigor is the basis of bodily health, and may 
only be retained by exercise. 
But in those 
days few physicians cared to u tte r the 
truth, even if they themselves knew it. 
The ancient (íreeks, knowing that an effem­ 
inate man is half Bick, provided gymnastic 
exercises. 
They need these to promote 
health and prevent disease. An old Greek 
doctor, Asclepiade8e, is quoted as author­ 
ity by Dr. Oswald to enforce the idea that 
gymnastios will cure disease. 
The philos­ 
opher had found th at health could be pre­ 
served, and if lost restored, by physical 
exercise alone, and not only discarded the 
use of internal remedies, but made public 
declaration th at he would forfeit all claim 
to the title of physician if he shonld ever 
fall sick or die but by violence or extrem e 
old age. 
Asclepiadcse kept bis word, for 
he lived upward of a century, and died 
from the effects of an accident. 
He used 
to prescribe a course of gymnastics for 
every form of bodily ailment. 


A n I n g e n io u s R e sc u e —A colored man 
comes to the , front at Thamesville, Ont., 
in a manner to win the undying gratitude 
of a careless parent. 
The latter bad been 
drilling for w ater on his place, and had 
left a hole fifty feet deep and a foot in 
w idth unguarded. 
Of course his two-year- 
old boy, playing about the yard, soon fell 
in. 
Tne neighbors were called and made 
suggestions for the child’s rescue which 
conid not b&jacted upon. 
To dig down to 
the child’s level would take days, w ithout 
considering the danger of loosened clods 
falling and killing the helpless babe. 
A t 
last a negro came, who learned of the ca­ 
tastrophe, and went to work to save the 
child. 
He got a rope, made a noose on 
the end of it, and nailed a num ber of thin 
strips of wood together. 
By the aid of a 
m irror he discerned the child’s position. 
He carefully lowered the rope, and with 
the aid of his pole put the noose around 
the child’s neck. 
I t was hauled to the 
surface w ith its skin considerably abraided, 
but otherwise unhurt.

ENGLAND 
AND 
AMERICA. 


Mr. Dicey, in the North Am erim n R e­ 
view, claims, and w ith ample reason, th at 
in England the people are sovereign, for 
any change which a m ajority of th at nation 
has at heart, is certain to be effected, and 


b y legal means and speedily. 
So when, 
eay, tw o-thirds of the Eaglish people are 
convinced th at the abolition of the crown, 
th e peerage, the ecclesiastical system, or 
even the House of Commons is desirable, 
th ey will vanish by legal processes. 
B at 
we doubt very much if such extreme 
m easures as these or any one of them could 
be accomplished in England by peaceable 
revolution. 
M inorities do not subm it so 
readily even to overwhelming majorities. 
B ut th a t the final accomplishment of the 
w ill o f the people would be brought about 
in England is certain. 
The only basis any 
political party can have is the will of the 
people of the country, and it can exist 
only so long as th at will is reflected in the 
principles of the party. 
Mr. Dicey countB 
altogether too much upon the fact th at 
popular violence is unknow n in England. 
If crowdB do not now fight in the streets 
for w hat they cannot obtain at the ballot 


b o x , it does not follow th at such will al­ 
ways be the case, or th a t when the fran­ 
chise is extended, the same elements that 
contribute to violence in other civilized 
countries, will not make themselves dis­ 
agreeably manifest in England. 
But we are 
free to confess th at there will, in all prob­ 
ability, be leBS liability to violence when 
revolution comes in England, than there 
would be in perhaps any other country on 
the face of the globe, since the constituent 
elements of English character are all an­ 
tagonistic to social disorder. 
As Mr. 
Dicey well remarks, all classes recognize in 
England a new sovereign, and will wield 
to th at power, for “ the sovereignty of the 
people has become in practice a funda­ 
m ental dogma of English constitutional­ 
ism .” 
But having said this much, the essayist 
holds th at though English democracy has 
entered upon its reign, it will probably 
never govern. 
There are less than 4,000,- 
000 electors out of 35,000,000 of people in 
the U nited Kingdom. 
The lim it of the 
franchise, the difference between the bor­ 
ough and the country franchise, the distri­ 
bution of Parliam entary seats, the exist­ 
ence of the House of Lords, and a hun­ 
dred other constitutional checks, he thinks 
neutraliza the theoretical supremacy of the 
constituencies. 
The noble and wealthy 
classes rule, and th at a rich m anufacturer 
has been adm itted to the Cabinet, who 
commands a wide influence, which is ex­ 
citing alarm in England, goes to prove th at 
if it has a democratic Constitution, it is 
not yet a democratic country. 
He adds : 
‘ ‘ The mass of the electors like to be led 
b y rich men and Lords.” 
But to measure 
th e political possibilities in England by 
such a standard is an evidence of short­ 
sightedness and unfam iliarity w ith the 
events and thoughts of the age on the part 
of the essayist th at demands no further 
comment. 
Democracy in England is an 
enigma, says the w riter, and because it is 
not understood by either its leaders or 
itself, is an evidence th at its supremacy is 
very remote, if ever to be attained. 
This 
is because they have not the means in E n­ 
gland of ascertaining the genuine opinion 
of the nation, and the unsettled differences 
betw een the statesm en of the country as 
to policies certainly give support to this as­ 
sertion. 
No one dare attem pt to outline 
even the trne sentim ent of the people 
■upon 
th e Church 
question, 
the 
Irish 
; i.eEtion, or the foreign policy, 
The most 


the electors can decide íb, who are the per­ 
sons to determine these ¡sanes. 
By this he 
means to be understood th at the choice of 
a man in England does not express in a 
definite form the decided and predom inant 
opinion or conviction of the 
country. 
There are eome exceptions, of course, but 
as a rule he insists th at his statem ent is 
accurate, and he goes so far as to say th at 
“ the more democratic a country becomes, 
and the greater, therefore, the importance 
of public opinion, the more likely it is th at 
on subjects of even supreme consequence, 
no real public opinion should in fact exist.” 
In this conclusion Americans will not 
readily concur bo far as regards this coun­ 
try. 
We think we have the means here of 
obtaining the real sense of the public mind 
on all great queatious, and while it may be 
thw arted for the time by the machinations 
of machine politicians, and the domination 
of the bosses, we hold to the doctrine th at 
it will be made m anifest sooner or later, 
and th a t its decision cannot then be m is­ 
taken, or reckoned as faltering. 
N or can 
we agree th at the existence of a definite 
public opinion is likely to become more and 
more the exception. 
If the English elector 
is guided simply by his confidence in this 
man, and his w ant of confidence in th at 
man, and does not consider the issue in­ 
volved in his choice, or rejection, the 
American elector sooner or later will be 
informed apon the issue itself, and make 
his 
opinion 
known, 
and 
effectively 
so. 
Mr. Diccy is correct only in a partial 
degree, when he concludes th at in America, 
as in England, the electors are swayed 
more by appeals to the feelings than by 
considerations of interest or policy. 
I t 
may be th at first appeals to the heart 
prevail over appeals 
to the head, but 
these are not permanent. 
The independ­ 
ent voter, who is uniformly a thinker, is 
becoming more and more a vital factor 
in our political contests, and no party 
can hope to succeed th a t cannot com­ 
m and his support. 
Very rarely is this in­ 
dependent vote a sentim ental one, and 
rarely is it influenced by either passion 
or by personal regard. 
The independent 
voter may be on the wrong side, in the 
opinion of the many, b a t he is where he is 
from conviction. 
15 may he a conviction 
th at it is his duty to punish the dom inant 
party, or reward another ; b ut in either 
case the policy of the country is constantly 
before the independent elector, and parti­ 
sans of all classes now direct their appeals 
to him, perfectly well aware th at he m ost 
have a reason for his action th at is suffi­ 
cient for himself, w hatever the leaders of 
a party may think about it. 
W hatever 
else may be said of politics in America, it 
cannot be charged th at there is lack of in­ 
telligence on public questions among the 
electors, or w ant of courage to declare 
on public isBues. 
W hat we need most 
is 
principle 
and 
honest 
dealing 
w ith public concerns. 
The one evil we 
have to combat is th at of ofhoe-seeking. 
The independent voter is tram m eled only 
by the necessity of choosing between can­ 
didates neither 
of 
whom may be his 
choioe, and to th a t extent his true con­ 
victions do not find fullest expression. 
B ut ho will make manifest, in tim e, his 
right to name candidates as well as to elect 
officials, and when th at shall have come 
about in all the country, the Democracy of 
this Republic will in the highest degree be 
representative of a decided definite opinion 
on the policy of the country. 
The recent 
declaration of independent voters in Bos­ 
ton, and the sudden appearance of several 
thousand independent voters at a primary 
in New York are instances of the power 
of the class. 
Dr. E. E. Hale, in the same journal w ith 
Dicey, in a very incisive and amusing arti­ 
cle on the social forces in America, ex­ 
presses some thoughts quite intim ately rel­ 
ative to this subject of m anifestation of 
public opinion. 
In brief, he points out 
th a t in America there is no such governing 
center as L ondon; in fact, there is not 
here, a3 there, a center of public opinion, 
of fashion, of education, or of politics. 
In 
England w hat the papers term “ the prov­ 
inces ” play a subordinate part, which it is 
difficult for the American in his independ­ 
ence to understand. 
Parliam ent governs 
England to the m inutest detail, and hence 
the importance ef its deliberations. 
But 
w ith us Congress has no such importance. 
The people w ant only the mere synopsis of 
its debates, and wish only to know of its 
leading acts in the press reports. 
This is 
because the country is governed elsewhere, 
as well as at W ashington. 
The English­ 
m an 
cannot 
understand 
th at 
the 
cities 
from 
which 
emanate 
the great 
papers do not govern the country—he can­ 
not understand th at these papers are for 
the whole country, and not for the city. 
O ur publishing í b done in cities, but our 
reading in the country and the towns ; our 
government is not at W ashington, but 
scattered all over the land in its homes ; 
public opinion is not form ulated in the cen­ 
ters of population, but throughout the re­ 
public. 
“ The question of the quality of 
sugar to be furnished to Red Cloud may be 
discussed at W ashington, and it í b exactly 
as im portant, but no more so nor less, than 
the quality a given State will furnish its 
asylum s." 
The American citizen deter­ 
mines, says Mr. Hale, that, w hatever is 
done at W ashington, he means to attend 
to the part of the business th at belongs to 
him. 
Thas the affairs of half a hundred 
centers are jo3t as im portant as the affairs 
of the nation at W ashington. 
I t is be­ 
cause the country is governed at different 
and widely-separated points th at we have 
had given to as such men as have become 
distinguished upon the pages of our na­ 
tional history, and Mr. H ale m ight have 
added, th at precisely because no center 
govern us, and precisely because we are 
governed wherever an American citizen 
plants a cottage or a mansion, is the reason 
w hy we produce the independent elector, 
and are cultivating him daily to a sterner 
independence, and is the reason why he has 
an opinion, and expresses it, on m atters of 
government, and makes it the ruling Benti- 
m ent of the country, and is precisely the 
the reason why he will become the most 
essential element in onr political system. 


HAILING 
SOME 
SLANDERS, 


We think th at Mr. I. N. Hoag, the ac­ 
tive and well-informed immigration agent 
for the Central Pacific Railroad at Chicago, 
used a good deal of fine powder on some 
very poor game recently. 
Tne compen­ 
sation for the hunt, however, is found in 
the practical information given in Mr. 
Hoag’s reply to a very coarse assault made 
through one of the Chicago papers upon 
California by John A. Tyrrell. 
I t appears 
th a t Mr, Tyrrell visited this coast recently, 


and while here received impressions th at 
disagreed with him, and on his return to 
Chicago he worked off hiB bile in an attack 
upon the State and coast. 
Mr. T yrrell de­ 
clared th at it was well enough to go W est, 
but not too far W e st; th at the Far W est has 
reached its lim it of civilization and settle­ 
ment, and th at west of the 100th meridian 
no farmer can succeed. 
F ru it in Califor­ 
nia he found plentiful, but it is worth 
nothing, anyone can have it for the pick­ 
ing up, and fruit farms bankrupt their 
owners. Finally, hesayBthecommerceof the 
whole Pacific coast is dying out. I t is very 
evident th at Mr. Tyrrell is either dyspeptic 
or else he is a colossal falsifier. 
In either 
case his statem ents and estim ates are too 
absurd for serious consideration by well- 
informed people. 
B at it so happens th at 
there are masses of people at the E ast who 
are not well-informed as to the facts 
relative to this coast, and another large 
class has been deceived by our own folly 
in the past in painting piotures in over­ 
color of 
the prORpects, advantages and 
local attractions of this State. 
To reach 
any who m ight be led to rely upon Mr. 
Tyrrell’s absurd Btories was w hat probably 
induced Mr. Hoag to answer th at gentle­ 
man’s bilious charges. 
This he does in a 
recent num ber of the Chicaga Inter-Ocean. 
He gives the lugubrious Tyrrell a few facts 
to digest th at will probably remain unan­ 
swered. 
Thus he shows th at our wool clip 
is 45,000,000 pounds ; th at our mechanical 
products aggregate 8110,000,000 annually ; 
th at while the export value of cereals in 
187S amounted to $14,920,586, in 1SS2 
they reached $42,137,231 ; 
th at the total 
for the five years between the two dates 
aggregated $116,44 3 783 ; th a t we have in 
operation no less than 2,488 miles of rail­ 
road, over 450 miles of which were built 
w ithin one year ; th at our taxable property 
has increased in a single year over $100,­ 
000,000, and so on through other interest­ 
ing statistics. Mr. Hoag also quotes, in re­ 
ply to Mr. Tyrrell, from statem ents by 
Uurson k W ilson, fruit-driers ; from L. J. 
Rose, orehardist ; and from W . H . Jessup, 
fruit-grower. 
He points out th at our pop­ 
ulation has increased stead ily ; th a t we 
have enlarged our vineyards annually by 
hundreds of acres ; th at the income of the 
fruit and grape-growers for three years has 
averaged $10,000,000 a y e a r; 
th a t the 
average income of the 92,000 farm resi­ 
dents of California is fully up to the 
proper proportion compared w ith other 
agricultural districts, according to the 
census estim ates, and 
th at the 
farm­ 
ing class is rapidly increasing in num ­ 
bers and independence. In 1880 California 
produced 00,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
having a population of but 800,000, while 
Illinois, w ith a population of 3.015,709, 
1,000,000 being farm residents, produced 
but 00,500,000. 
The average w heat pro­ 
duce per farm resident in Illinois is rixty- 
one and a half bushels, while in California 
it is 652 bnshels. 
It is unnecessary to fol­ 
low further in the refutation. 
Sufficient 
has been ehown to give point to the value 
of 
Califurnia having “ a man on 
the 
ground ” in the “ old W est," to nail the 
lies th at are told of the “ Far W est.” 


TEB 
PSACSMAKERS. 


The Universal l’eace Union has been 
holding a session in Connecticut. 
Among 
other resolutions adopted was one asking 
all Governors in their thanksgiving procla­ 
mations to request all ministers to preach 
on that day, and pray in the interests of 
peace. 
This is well enough, bu t we have 
always labored under the impression th at 
the duty of the clergy is to favor a peace­ 
ful state of the earth at all times in prefer­ 
ence to war. A nother resolution condemns 
the Indian policy of our country. 
T hat is 
also well—it will stand more condemnation 
than anything of which we have any 
knowledge. 
I t deserves all it can get, too. 
It is about the w orst and most shameful 
and shameless policy to which a nation 
was ever com m itted—if indeed it can be 
called a policy a t all. 
W hat the Peace 
Union should have done was to pass a 
resolution—resolation passing being A m eri­ 
can ammunition of the most effective 
character—in favor of all advanced modern 
appliances of war, sines it has been dem on­ 
strated that as the arms of warfare increase 
in destructiveness the liability to war de­ 
creases. 
If, now, the Peace Union would 
devote its energies to the promotion of the 
art of 
making 
the 
moat 
destructive 
weapons, it may exist to see the day when 
nations will not be able to go to war for 
the simple reason th a t they cannot ap­ 
proach near enough to each other to do 
damage w ithout both armies being blotted 
ont. 
I t will then become a contest of in­ 
vention. 
The people who shall produce 
the longest range guns, the most destruct­ 
ive torpedoes, and the m ost impregnable 
floating batterieB, will, in th at day, be de­ 
clared the victors, the tests of efficiency 
being made upon targets instead of soldiers, 
sailors and fortifications. 
These modern 
philanthropists certainly desire no higher 
consummation than this. 
I t will be the 
crowning ambition of their organization 
when it shall have brought about such a 
state of affairs th at the question of a 
boundary line running two minutes north 
or one m inute south, shall be settled by 
Prime M inister “ A ” announcing th at his 
nation has produced a gun capable of car­ 
rying a ten-ton shell twenty-five miles, 
which will then explode and destroy the 
arable land in an entire county ; to which 
S icretary of W ar " B ,” of the opposing 
nation, can reply and claim the victory, 
because a native geniuB has evolved a to r­ 
pedo which, cast into the ocean, will pro­ 
duce tidal waves th a t will whelm the coast 
cities of all his country’s enemies.

IS LIFE 
WORTH L IV IN G ?’ 


The lugubrious individuals who find this 
a “ vale of tearB,” and whose eloquence of 
woe is constantly resounding in wails over 
the valuelea8ness of life and all th at apper­ 
tains to it, shonld read M. Renan's address 
to the boys of the Lyeee Louis le Grande. 
Renan treats the question, “ Is life worth 
living?” as almost ludicrous in its sim ­ 
plicity. 
He responds w ith a vigorous 
“ Yes.” th at rings fall and clear w ith the 
tone of conviction and sincerity. 
W orth 
living? 
Indeed it is, and twice, and 
thrice, and endless times over, says the 
scholar and philosopher, the gentle and 
tender essayist, whose touch is peace and 
whose words arc all those of love. 
Talk 


of life being vanity, and vanity, why on 
the contrary it is a noble possession, says 
Renan, an enviable possession. 
The only 
complaint he has to make of life is th at 
there is not enough of it by any means. 
He cannot be grateful enough for life, 
short as it is ; and his essay is throughout 
a song of rejoicing th a t he has life even for 
a brief period—no m atter w hat it is as to 
form, it is life w ith some possibilities, and 
for the gift he gives thanks and drinks ail 
he can from the cup. 
This may be optim ­ 
istic, but it is very refreshing in this day, 
when it is so popular to sneer at life, the 
present and the possible. 
His love of life 
is not one of belief—he has nothing of th at 
religious backing upon which tc lean while 
enjoying life w ith a constant anticipation of 
its ending. 
On the contrary, he believes 
life is w orth living for itself—it is not 
needed th at there should be faith, accord­ 
ing to Renan, to make life w orth the love 
he bestows upon it. 
Y et he has a sta rt­ 
ing point, and it is the ending point, also, 
for his love of life. 
H e says th at “ there 
is b a t one basis of a happy life—the search 
for goodneBS and trn th .” And so from his 
teaching we are led to agree th at because 
life gives man the privilege to engage in 
this eearch, it is w orth living, for th at 
search always and constantly leads onward, 
its path is ever an ascending one, and in 
the delights th at open to the view in the 
search for knowledge and goodness and 
tru th , there is reward for living out this 
life. 
B ut hear a single passage from this 
gentle philosopher of love, to the boys he 
was addressing : “ You are starting on 
your career w ith a blind belief in the value 
and delight of th at which lies btfore you. 
W iser men than I will warn you th at what 
your youthful ardor assumes is an illusion. 
For my part, 1 confess th at is not my feel 
ing. 
The life which lies before you as an 
unknown and limitless region I 
have 
traversed. 
1 no longer look forward to 
anything very unexpected. 
T hat limit 
which seems to you so very distant I see 
close at hand. 
W ell, w ith my handonn.y 
heart, I can tell you th at this life, which 
it has become the fashion to malign, has 
been found by me good, noble and worthy 
of the zest yon feel for it. 
Your only il­ 
lusion is to think it long. 
No ; it is very 
short.” 


TEE

H e is universally respected and 
honored, and was the choice of a Conven­ 
tion of rem arkable composition, inasmuch 
as it embraced more representative men 
and a larger num ber of independent voters 
than have been brought together in the 
Bay State for many years. 
The earnest 
spirit which pervaded it, the outspoken 
address it issued, the candidate of solid 
qualities it put forward, all indicate a pur­ 
pose to redeem M assachusetts from the 
rule of a man who has been a dictator 
rather than a Governor.

Every 
one who reads at all has among his mental 
portraits a dim one of ew-.et Mary I..mb, the 
Bridget of the ir.comparable “ Essays of 
E ia,” and knows that she was subject to ter­ 
rible fits of insanity, and that the love exist­ 
ing between her brother, Ccarles Lamb, and 
herseif is among the beautiful facts in the 
too-ofteu troubled story of the lives of littera­ 
teurs ; but Mrs. Gilchrist has faithfully gath­ 
ered and presented those letters, traditions 
and contemporary m toti n that make up to 
the reader a warm, breathing, speaking per­ 
sonality.

The 
dull, uc-underetandlng, rather than misun­ 
derstanding, of her thoughtful, reserved child­ 
hood, by h it mother and grandmother, though 
these relatives fulfilled every duty toward 
her and even loved her in their owu way ; the 
character and fortitude of Charles, born when 
Mary was already 10 years old, and tended 
by her : M ary’s eleven years of drudgery at 
needlework, by which her system was so 
over-wrought at 82 that she became insane 
and murdired her mother-, whom iu healthful 
moments she had nursed devotedly; the ac­ 
cessory figures of the Lamb»' friends, the 
Coleridges, the Wadsworths, the Hazlitis— 
all this and more Mrs. Gilc .rist has skill­ 
fully blended in a most symmetrical picture, 
in which this gifted and suffering woman is 
still made the principal by an art and sym­ 
pathy most admirable when we consider how 
easy it would have been to make the sister 
subordinate to the better-known and more 
active brother. 
An essay by M ary Lamb oa 
needlework, from an industrial standpoint, is 
a valnable contribution to the literature of 
feminine employment, since it goes deeper 
than the mere relief, by marriage, of the 
necessity of self support by women, and 
maintans that the married woman can make 
her husband’s home more attractive and yet 
find plenty of needful duties if sbe considers 
needlework—the 
making of 
clothes—the 
pnvince of the nesdle womau. 
If the in­ 
come is Btraightened, Miss Lamb advocates 
that the women of the family endeavor to 
make money in its legitimate shape, and do 
not wear cut their tempers and exhaust their 
energies by stitching, which a’so robs the 
professional seamstress of a part of her slen­ 
der earnings. 
“ Startling Facts in Modern Spiritualism ” 
is the title of a volume by Dr. N. B. Wolf?, 
of Cincinnati. 
It is a diary which gives an 
account of phenomena attributed to spirit in­ 
fluences, wbich were personally observed by 
the writer during a series of years,and which 
have convinced him of the truth of tho doc­ 
trine of communication between earthly and 
disembodied intelligences. The volume, which 
is a qniint one, is in many respects amusing, 
since the author has a dry sense of humor 
and a perfect fearlessness of “ ghosts.” The 
doctor tells his story in a simple way, and 
reciies evidences which, it must be conceded, 
are demonstrative of the tn r h of what he 
saw and experienced. 
But the most devoted 
spiritualist will hardly claim that the facts 
given establish the doctrine claimed. They 
do prrve that the doctor was mystified ; that 
he saw strange and unaccountable things; 
that to him and to others there were made 
revelations that seem supernatural; hut it ia 
not successfully established by anything in 
this volume th at the intelligences were those 
of spirits. There may be forces of nature of 
which wa have not now knowledge which, 
once disclosed 
to us. will explain all the 
strange things 
related by the doctor, whose 
sincerity we 
have no reason to doubt 
Nor 
can 
we 
say that 
anything he 
advances is ill—that anything he holds 
will make men worse. 
Rather his theory 
is a comforting and altogether pleasant one ; 
but it is not satisfying; it is indefinite and 
vague. 
We could with, too. for more serious 
evidences than the doctor 
cites. 
AU the 
testimony he brings forward is of a light, 
almost a trivial character, and much of it is 
simply silly. 
The manner in wbich some of 
the intelligences talk and act, speaks ill for 
their condition ia the other world, and can­ 
not command the respect of those in this 
sphere of aotion. 
They seem to have no 
clear idea of where they are, or what their 
mission is, or their relation to those they left 
behind ; and, what is worst of all. the spirits 
are abominable grammarians, and miserable 
logicians, while their modes of reasoning are 
children. Still, they may be a low grade of 
spirits, or even imposters, who pose aa Jose- 
phiue, Marshal Ney, Napoleon, Hortense, 
and such characters, who oa earth ware far 
more intelligent than tbeir communications 
from the spirit realm testify they now are. 
But for all that much of the bo k is tiresome, 
much silly, aod a deal of it absurd. 
It does 
rec mnt some marvelous things, and does 
direct the mind to an investigation which is 
commanding daily more and more of the 
serious attention of the world. 
The book is 
a revised and enlarged edition, and from the 
press of the “ Startling Facts Publishing 
Company,’’ Cincinnati. 
We have very frequently within the last 
three years had occasion to speak in com­ 
mendatory terms of the scheme of the leading 
American publishers in placing standard 
works in a form which, while giving the full 
text and in a good ntyle of typography, has 
graded the prices so low that the poorest in 
the land with literary tastes can avail of the 
opportunity to possess the volumes. 
In fact, 
the various “ library series ” of different pub­ 
lishing houses havs given, for a few cents per 
volume, the standard poets, the leading woikR 
iu history and fiction, the writings of the 
best essayists, the standard drama, the prom­ 
inent scientific treatises, etc. 
In the front 
rink in this Btyle of publishing has stood 
Harper <fc Brothers cf New York, whose 
“ Franklin Square Library ” issues have cir­ 
culated in every part of the country, and in- 
trodnced choice literature where otherwise it 
never would have been read. 
The firm has 
thus been instrumental, in a most important 
seDss, in cultivating the reading spirit, and 
in appetizing the public mind for the better 
grades o f literary work. 
Ail this, laudatory 
as it may be ot_ that which, of course. haH 
been a paying investment for the firm, is 
prefatory to the notice we deem worthy to 
give to a new venture of this publishing 
house in the same direction. 
Useful as is the 
“ Franklin Square ” series in its quarto form, 
yet that style militated against it for the pur­ 
poses of binding and preservation, while it 
must be admitted the pamphlets are not as 
convenient to handle as smaller ones. 
Evi­ 
dently eome such realization as this of the 
needs of the readers of the coin try has in­ 
duced the firm to put up the series in a new 
form, and so we have at hand the duodecimo 
edition. 
It is very mncb neater than the old 
style, more inviting to the eye, more conve­ 


nient for the reader, and will prove an exes’- 
lent form for binding. 
The new series is for 
sale by A. L. Bancroft k Co., San Francisco, 
and we much over-estimate the worth of the 
publication if they do not find that there is a 
large, eariy and constant demand for this 
form of the work. 
I t will unquestionably 
lead other publishers to reproduce other cheap 
series in a similar form, and thus new oppor­ 
tunities will open up for ths storing in the 
household library of a vast deal of chotee 
literature at a nominal cost.

“ The History of Christianity,” by Edward 
Gibbon, is published by Peter Erkler, New 
York, and is for sale by the publisher. 
Mr. 
Eckler, who U the editor of this volume as 
well as the publisher, has extracted from 
fíibbon’s “ Decline and Pall of the Roman 
Em pire” all that r, latea to the rise and pro­ 
gress í¡f the Chris- i-.n religion. 
He also pub­ 
lishes between the same covers a vindication 
by Gibbon of some p ’ssagc-s in the fitteeoih 
and sixteenth chapters of the “ D d in e and 
Fall.” This vindication, which is more in 
the nature of an analysis of a special attack 
made upon the famous fifteenth and sixte- n‘h 
chapters by a Mr. Davis, of Baliol College, 
whom, of c urve, a master of b-gic and Eng­ 
lish such os Gibbon was demolishes most ef­ 
fectually. 
The vindication, Mr. Eok'er in­ 
forms us, is published for the first time in 
this countrv. verbatim, from the original e 'i- 
ti-m of “ Gibbon’s Miseellnreoaa W orks,” 
e litsd hvL rd Sheffield in 1790. 
In his pre­ 
face M r.Eokler states one reason for his pub­ 
lication to be that an abridged students’ edi­ 
tion of Gibbon, edited hy William Smith, 
LL. D , has gained a wide circula’ion in 
schools aod colles-es—an ediri n that suo- 
pre-ses Gibbon’s sketch of Chrislia-.ity be­ 
cause of its hostility to the faitb. 
Now Gib­ 
bon’s i'hapt'rs on Christianity are f.a true as 
his other chapters, says Mr. Eckler, or else 
they 
are 
not 
true, 
and 
iu 
that 
case why don’t the 
learned Christians 
bring ia historical evidence of rheir untruth. 
And he calls Dean Milmnti a Pharisee, and 
quotrs Iogersoll in his foot-note-, and in 
other ways stand r up for Gibbon like a mao 
who likes fair play and free speech. 
The 
Irishman th at knocked the Jew down re­ 
plied, when aikod why lie did it, that it was 
because ths Jews crucified the davior. Witen 
it was objected that the event happened a 
long time ago, 
Paddv threateningly an­ 
swered, “ Navar mind. I ’ve just heard of it.” 
So ths theological dust kicked up over the cl- 
most forgotten 15th and 10:h chapters seems 
exc-ediugly remote to readers of the more 
sub 1? and m re modern controversies. Still, 
if Mr. Kckier has just tn-ard cf it, he is jus­ 
tified iu saying openly that Gibbon was not 
paid to preach orthodoxy, and had e cry right 
to the expression of his opinion and of the 
result of his historical researches. 
A sketch 
cf Gibbon’s life precedes the history. Toe 
sketch is prepared from Gibbon’s own me­ 
moirs of his life and writings, edited by Lard 
Sheffield. 
Two engravings of Gibbon accom­ 
pany the volume, one a lull length silhouette 
cut in 1794, and said to be a comple’e like­ 
ness. Cuts of the Roman deities are scattered 
through the book.

To most Shakespeare worshipers the 
sonnets are peculiarly dear, as the only ex­ 
tant fragment 
of 
autobiography 
which 
Shakespeare has left, for almost every reader 
feels rhat the poet not only “ unlocked his 
heart,” as W ordsworth's immortal line runs, 
but fairly dashed its contents ont upon the 
page when he wrote sonnets. Some of them 
bear about them such an atmosphere of 
eacrodness, and eome are such mere cries of 
piesirn, anguish and remorse—cries that es­ 
cape in mere words with men less gifted iu 
expression—that one feels Bometimea in reed­ 
ing them as if Shakespeare never could have 
intended them to meet any eyes but “ those 
two mourning ” ones of his somber and 
tyrannous lady-love and of his friend, whose 
treachery ona is inclined to forgive, remem­ 
bering that it called forth the Hues : 
“ The offender’s sorrow lends but weak relief 
To him that boars the strong offense s cross.’ 


In this edition Mr. Rolfe has given the 
accepted text of the sonnets, without omis­ 
sion or expurgation. 
I t is preceded by an 
introduction giving the history of the first 
public v.ion of the sonnets ia 1009, with the­ 
ories of tneir meaning and sequence, more 
elaborately diacu-se i in Port II. of the intro­ 
duction, called “ Critical Comments in the 
Sonnets,” culled from Pr í. D iwdeuV Lon­ 
don edition of the poems, which ex-ractv, 
with Roifa’s own foot-notes, give on excellent 
epitome of the literary discussions these 
famous sonnets have giveu rise to. 
The text 
cf the Verse is printed without the eye being 
tease j and the mind diutracied by fuure . 
stars or foot-note?, while at the end of the 
volume copious and comp»:, notes, ia tho 
in ..in mere senible than mos anoatVions of 
Shakespeare, explain obscure phrases and 
obsolete words, compare parallel pas-ages in 
the pl-ye and -or dub feu involved construc­ 
tions ior the benefit of the 
prosaically 
minded. 
Tiie engravings are happily ftw. 
They are not the strong point of the volume. 
The Princeton Re rk w lor September is at 
hand from the publishers, No. 2 Nassau 
street. Now York. I t is ably edited by Jonas 
M. Libbey. The number is ODe of especial 
interest, the leading papers being of a criti­ 
cal order, and from scholarly and experienced 
writers. 
We note eep iciaiiy an e»Bay, by 
President Porter, of Yale College, entitled 
“ A College Fetich.” 
It ia in reply to the 
criticism of Charles Francis Adams, J r , on 
the teaching of dead languages in our Llni- 
versities, and 
which we have editorially 
noticed. 
Professor Porter responds to th? 
assault of Mr. Adams with vigor, and enters 
in defense of the classical courses an earnest 
plea. 
A timely article on our “ Iron, Woolen 
and Silk Iudustr.es b ifire th e Tariff Com­ 
mission,’' is by Herbert Putnam, and con­ 
tains a defense of the doctrine of fres trade 
for thi se classes of industry. 
Rev. Mr. 
Beuglors’ article on ” Incineration ” has al­ 
ready had extended notice editorially. 
I t is 
a most excellent defense of cremation, and a 
valuable exposition of the barbarity of our 
present system of disposing of the dead. John 
F. W eir contributes an article on “ The 
Artist as a Painter.” Professor D. J. Hill, 
President of Lswisbnrg University, presents 
a theological essay on “ The Antecedent Prob­ 
abilities of a Revelation,” and J . Brander 
Mathews closes ths volume with a review of 
the “ Status of Rrcent French Fiction.” 
M ark Twain's latest book comes to hand 
from the publishers, Jam es R. Osgood k Co., 
Boston, and is a large quarto entitled “ Life 
on the Mississippi.’’ Tne book is freely il­ 
lustrated, and con’ains a good deal of useful 
information relative to river-fife ecet.es, etc. 
—that is, useful for those who need to inform 
themselves mpcra those suhjjete. 
Some of the 
sketches are graphic, true to nature, r.s we 
know from personal observation ; bnd some 
are full of original humor. 
But tskeu as a 
whole, the volume is by no meanB the best 
of Mr. Clemens’ work, nor, indeed, does it 
riso to the level of his ability. 
Measured by 
what we know of his capacity, and we shonld 
say that this was an effortless volume. 
Yet 
the stories are not uninteresting, sume being 
even thrilUng, while the criticisms—especial­ 
ly those relating to New O.leans—are “onnd, 
aud contain much food for thought. 
For in­ 
stance, Mr. Clemens, with incisive argument, 
convinces any impartial reader that the sys­ 
tem of burial practiced in New Orleans is 
cruel in its cost to the poor, barbarous in the 
exposure it makes of decaying human bodies, 
unsanitary in the highest degree, and alto­ 
gether abominable, and that the cue thing to 
substitute for it ia cremation. 
Probably the 
best lines in thia fat volume are those devoted 
to reminiscences of boyhood. 
Iu this vein 
Mr, C lem eD S has few equals, and in tales of 
youthful experiences, scrapes and escapes he 
is especially happy.

located in the corlhorn portóla if Churchill 
county, Nevada. 
Tne property has been 
well prnapect6d, and the largest bodies of 
this mineral exposed th at has ever been 
known. The nickel ores of Pennsylvania 
average but ‘2 per cent- T'.ey are reduced 
upon 
the 
ground 
to

cent., 
and 
sent 
to 
Camdsn, 
New 
Je r­ 
sey, 
where 
they 
are 
again 
reduced 
and the metal extr -cted 
The nickel found 
in Or-gon has alo > been opened, but to what 
extent cannot be ascertained. 
Thirty toes of 
the Nvv -da nickel was sent to London, which 
graden 29j per c. nt. Th-.se mines are tho 
only oues yet disc.vered that carry uni­ 
formly the three distinct characters, v iz: 
Arssniuret, which is a grayish metallic-red ; 
and arsaniate, a beautiful apple green ; and 
arsenrte, hsvicg a dark metallic lustre. 
As 
developments progress the former characters 
are merged into the lat'er, caused by non- 
oxi ation. 
Several samples showed the re­ 
porters have assayed. Loth by E !win Booth, 
cf San j!ranch eo, and Charles Bell, of this 
city, 054, and Oil) per cent., briag the richest 
ever discovered in the world. 
Tne working of this meta’ i: but little 
known rntsi ie of 1 a Jem. N. J., where tbs 
process has been kept a at cr t. 
ii xvever, the 
company have succeeded in finolng parties 
who can handle the ores bs easily as galena, 
copper, or gold is worked. 
A furnace was 
er.-cted by E G timi li and Cnarles Beil for 
the express purpose of rerucing this charac­ 
ter of m eta1, its construction briag different 
from galena or copper smelting. 
The beat 
can be p-rfectly bandied sad augmented to 
any degree required. In order to demonstrate 
the difference, we give the degrees of heat re­ 
quired to melt the foliowingmetale.- Lead, 020; 
antimony. 1 100; silver. 1,874; gold, 2 065; 
cast-iron 2.8U5, while nickel requires 4,521. 
Toe furnace waa started at 9 a. h , and run 
steadily until 5 P. SI. 
The slag that was 
drawn was thin aud n-sembled jet, showing a 
complete separation in the furnace. 
Four 
bars of nickel bullion were drawn off as 
easily as lead. 
Several old smeltiog men 
were pres-nf, among them 
Mr. Baxter, 
smelter and Superintendent of the Central 
Pacific Railroad foundry, who expresses sur­ 
prise at the ease this character of metal was 
reduced and extracted. 
There is no donbt 
but the furnace will be erected upon maoy of 
the rebellions smelting oresih Ariz na, whore 
so much trouble is had in reducing, etc. 
Samples i f the-e ores were sent to Professor 
Hanks, State Miueral -gist, where they can 
be seen in the mining bureau. 
EJUon has 
recommended the coating of telegraph wires 
with the metal, which prevents oxidation.

C m Bond Tax Levy.—The Suprem 
Court has died a decision in the city bon 
case of Meyer vs. Brown, which is a petition 
for a writ of mandate compelling the city to 
levy a tax of one par cent, for the general 
fuad, and place fifty-five per cent, of the tax 
into a fund for the payment of certain bonds, 
as Drovlded by an Act of the Legislature of 
1858. Tae Court uses the following language : 
“ When the bonds, for whose payment, with 
interest, provision was thus made, were 
issued and accepted by the creditors of the 
old ci’.y government, a contract was made, as 
solemn and binding and as much beyond sub­ 
sequent legislation as it wonld have been if 
made between private persons. * * * * 
It is wall, occasionally, to recall the fact 
that thero is no more reason to permit a mu­ 
nicipal government to repudiate its solemn 
obligations, entered into for vatne, than it is 
to permit an individual to do so. Good faith 
and fair dealing should be exacted of the one 
equally with the other. Some minor abjec­ 
tions are made to the petition, whica is for a 
writ of mandate compelling the city authori­ 
ties to levy the tax referred to, none of which, 
in our opinion, are well taken. Demurrer 
overruled, and defendant allowed ten days 
within which to answer.” 
A nother L kpeost Scaf.e.—The town is 
ju3t now being treated to another leprosy 
scare. A Chinaman who arrived from San 
Francisco by the noon train on Wednesday 
was suspected of being afflicted with the 
disease, and was t aken in caarge by officer 
Burke, who followed him at a safe distance 
to ("rinatawn 
Upon arrival at the latter 
pl^ 
:te Chinaman .disappeared from 
Bur.tes visw, and has not been se&n since. 
Health Officer Forra! was informed Wednes­ 
day at nor u, and made aD investigation, but 
failed to Cod any trace of the supposed leper. 
The officer not being satisded, he and officer 
Jackson, accompanied by Charley Ah Sing, 
a Chinese interpreter, last evening made a 
thorough search in Chinatown. Taey visited 
all the stores, lodging-houses, restaurants and 
“ opium joints,” but inquiry failed to find the 
Chinaman who arrived Wednesday. Charley 
Ah Sing says all the business men of the 
place are as interested in the removal of all 
lepers as any one else, and if they diecover 
one will at once inform an officer. 
P rison D irector A ppointed.—Yesterday 
Governor Stoneman appointed Daniel W. 
Gelwicks, of Oakland, a Director of the State 
Prison, vice Jacob H. Neff, removed from 
office. Bi-Congressman C. P. Berry was 
tendered the position, but declined. Mr. 
Gelwicks is a prominent Democrat, and at 
one time represented Alameda county in the 
Legislature. He has been connected with 
several newspapers, and is now proprietor of 
the Oakland Indepcnilent. Wm. J. Hill, of 
Monterey, bao declined the appointment, to 
succeed A. H. Chapman, and a vacancy in 
the Board stiil remains.

The trial of John Lentini, for the murder 
of Margareta Troai, was resumed in Depart­ 
ment Two of the Superior Court yesterday 
morning. The jury that was sworn to try 
the case is composed of the following well- 
known citizens : J. Nottingham, R. Laupe, 
John Watt, Adam Nasael, Jacob F. Klump, 
M. J. Smith, M. Rigney, J. M. Morrison, 
N. W. Robbins, Henry Fisber, W. Bartelle, 
E. P. Figg. Af er the indictment was read, 
all of the witnesses present were called, 
swern and put under the rule. About fifty 
answered to their names. There being a large 
number of the witnesses absent, counsel for 
the people a=ked that the Sheriff be instructed 
(o seenre their attendance, and it was so or­ 
dered. 
Judge Holl, on bshalf of the people, placed 
upon the wall a diagram of the premises 
where the murder had been ommitted, and, 
addressirg the jury, briefly outlined what the 
prosecution expected to prove. 
Tne first witness called was Mrs. A. M. 
White, who was also the first witness ex­ 
amined at the Troai examination in June, 
and her testimony was in every particular the 
same as given on that cccasicn. She said 
she lived in Sacramento county, abiut eight 
miles east of t ie town of Galt. She resided 
there on the 221 of February, 1882, the dote 
of the murder, rnd was acquainted with the 
dtc ased during her life time. She was called 
to the stene of the homicide about 6 o’clock 
on the evening of ihe same day. She saw 
the remains first as they lay in the yard, 
Eurrouoded by Mrs. Gaffney, Miss Scanlan, 
Miss Gaffney, Salvator Troai and Mr. White. 
She was informed if the murder by Sam 
Troai. Deceased lay on her right side. Her 
head was toward the north, facing the west, 
or rather her face was turned up slightly ; it 
looked as though she had fallen towards the 
s eps; a little blood was on her face; her 
»yes were closed. The body was lilted from 
t ie ground and deposited on the floor cf the 
hon.e by Mr. White, Joseph White, Mrs. 
Gaffney and witness. Witness examined the 
diagram of the premise?, pointed out the 
different room?, gave their size and the posi­ 
tion the body lay. both in the yard and 
h;.us9. She also pointed out on the diagram 
places where she had observed drops of blood. 
Mr. White and Mr. Tro-i lifted the deceased 
from the floor to the bfd. She did not remember 
whether any one assisted them or not. The 
body was not undressed until the Coroner 
arrived the next evening. Her clothing was 
not torn much by the shot. Her dress was of 
a dark color, the waist darker than the skirt. 
While at Troai’s witness picked up the things 
scattered around the house, swept out the 
room?, the yard, and gave the place a general 
cleaning up. The body of deceased was un­ 
dressed by witness, assisted by Mrs. Gaffney, 
Mrs. Daniels and Mrs. Scott, which disclosed 
a horrible gunshot wound in the right shoul­ 
der, side and breast. None of the shot ex­ 
tended below the elbow, and the wound in the 
breast was not more than six inches in diam­ 
eter.The cross-examination by Mr. Edgerton 
was able and searching, but elicited no points 
woith recording. 
TESTIMONY OK LENTINI’S COMPANION. 
Peter Querolo said: In February, 1882, 
he was stopping in the neighborhood of Sam 
Troai’s place ; he remembered about the mur­ 
der of Mrs. Troai. On the day that she was 
killed John Lentini and witness went to Galt 
in a wagon, and came back by Troai’s house 
late in the afternoon. Witness did not wish 
to stop, bat Lmtini insisted, saying that be 
wished to see Troai. When the wagon ar­ 
rived at Troai’s, Lentini jumped out, ap­ 
proached Troa>, and they commenced cursing 
each other. In a moment they clinched and 
commenced lighting. Witness jumped out 
of the wagon and separated them. He ad­ 
vised John 
to 
behave 
himself, get 
into 
his 
wagon, and 
go 
home. 
Lentini 
took 
his 
advice, 
got into 
his wagon and drove away. 
Witness 
stopped a short time—perhaps fifteen min- 
ates—conversing with Troai: advised him to 
have no more trouble with l.entini. When 
witness started home Lentini had got so 
much of a start, he found it would he im­ 
possible to overtake him, so proceeded slong 
the road slowly. When he arrived at L?n- 
tini’s cabin the latter was nowhere to be seen. 
He called him three times, but failed to get 
an answer. It was pretty dark by this time. 
Opened the door of the barn and saw that 
Lentini had cared for the horses—put them 
awav. Not finding Johnnie Lsntini, he went 
to Raffety’s cabin, which is some 1,000 
yards distant. About haif-paet 9 he re­ 
turned to Lantini’s cabin, lit a candle, 
looked around, but could not find John. 
About 10 o’clock Lsntini came in. When 
asked where he had been, he replied that he 
had been sleeping in the wagon. Witness 
went to bed and did not get up until about 
three quarters of an hour after sunrise. 
About 4 o’clock in the morning John got up 
and left, and witness did not see him again 
until he saw him in the County Jail. In 
the cross-examination witness admitted that 
while at G.alt he and Lentini both drank 
whisky, but claimed that neither was intox­ 
icated. 
Charles F. Quiggle, of Galt, stated that he 
went, on the evening of the 23d of February, 
from Galt to Iroai’s place, in company with 
O. C. Jackson, A. Heilbron and A. J. Vei- 
milya. His description of the premises aad 
the search for Lentini is substantially that of 
officer Jackson, who was called as the next 
witness. 
JACKSON’S TESTIMONY. 
In February, 1882, he was a deputy under 
Sheriff Heilbron. On the 231 of that month 
he went, with the Sheriff, Coroner, and Mr. 
Q liggle of Galt, to Troai’s place as soon as 
tue news of the murder of the latter’s wife 
reached the city. They arrived at Troai’s 
late in the afternoon, and after consulting 
with parties there a-sembled, started imme­ 
diately for Lentini’s place to arrest him 
f ir the commission of the crime. It was 
dusk when they arrived at the cabin. The 
house and barn were thoroughly searched. 
The hay was tossed about with a pitchfork, 
and they satisfied themselves that Lentini 
was not there. While holding a hnrrisd 
conversation be’ween the barn and the honse 
a man on foot was sesn to approach in the 
distance, and almost at the same instant 
another was heard approaching in the oppo­ 
site direction on horseback. As soon as the 
footman caught sight of the officers he turned 
and fled, pursued by Jackson and Quiggle. 
The ground was very uneven, and by this 
time it had grown quite dark. Q liggle, who 
was in advance of Jackson, called to the fl e- 
ing individual to stop or he wonld shoot. 
When the man saw he was likely to he over­ 
taken 
he 
turned 
and 
fired . a 
shot at Quiggle, the latter returning 
the fire. 
The fleeing individual was 
so closely pushed that he threw away his hat 
and coat, which articles were found next 
morning and given to the Coroner. For ten 
days witness searched the country in that 
neighborhood all along the Cosumnes, in­ 
formed all the people in that section of the 
crime tiiat had been committed, and gave 
them a description of Lentini, Jackson also 
explained minutely the color and number of 
the blood spots on the floor. 
In the ciois-examination Mr. Edgerton 
asked a great many questions about the pur­ 
suit of the man in the dark. Jackson could 
not swear that the man pursued was Lentini. 
He found ont by asking several questions 
that there was bnt a slight difference in the 
distance between Sacramento and Galt and 
Galt and Sacramento. 
THE SHEBIKE’S TESTIMONY. 
A. Heilbron, the next witness, said he 
was Sheriff of Sacramento county in 
February, 1882. He received news of 
the murder of Mrs. Troai soon after the 
homicide, and proceeded to Troai’s placa in 
a baggy with officer Jackson and the Cor­ 
oner At Galt they ware joined by Cnariey 
Quiegle. Did noc stay long at Troai’s, bnt 
proceeded to Lentini’s place, a short distance 
beyond, intending to arrest him. It was 
dark when the cabin was reached, and Len- 
tioi was not found at home. There was a 
fire in the stove, upon which some meat was 
cooking. The house and barn was searched, 
as wae also the hay mow, but the object of 
search was nowhere to be seen. When they 
returned from the barn they saw some one in 
the dark, who evidently Baw them at the 
same time, started to run away, and was 
pursued by Jackson and Quiggle. Vermilya 
and witness at the same time discovered 
another man, whom they halted, and 
ascertained that it was William Raffety. 
A moment afterward heard an exchange of 
shots in the direction the two officers had 
gone. The officers, after pursuing the man 
for a couple of miles without being able to 
captare him, returned to the cabin. After 
the inquest was held, witness addressed the 
men there assembled ; told them he was the 
Sheriff of Sacramento county, aDd requested 
that they should assist in the capture of Lec- 
tini. Had descriptions of Lentini printed 
and sent to the v arious county officers in the 
State. Employed an Italian to visit all the 
camps of those people along the river, and 
did all in his power to effect the capture. 
His description of the wound on the de­ 


ceased was similar to that of Mrs. White. 
THE COBONEB ON THE STAND. 
A. J. Vermilya, the next witness, said in 
February, 1882, be w»3 Coroner of Sacra­ 
mento county, and held an inquest on the 
body of Mrs. Troai. Went with officer Jack­ 
son, and Sheriff Heilbron to the scene of the 
murder, and arrived there about dark ; found 
the body in bed ; went from there to Len- 
teni’s house with the same parly. Witness' 
testimony regarding the search at Lentini’s 
cabin and the chase after the fleeing man in 
the dark was corroborative of that of the 
precediug witnesses. He said that an old 
musket, apparently fresbiy loaiei, some shot 
—No. 6—and also buckshot were found in a 
small box. Meet of some kind was on the 
stove cooking. The clothing of Mrs. Tro i 
and the evidence secured by witness at that 
time were left at his plica of business when 
he sold out, but it sil seems to have been lost 
by his successor. He took eleven shot from 
the body of the decease i with a pair of 
pincers. His description of the size and looks 
of the wound was similar to that given by 
Mrs. White. 
Mr?. Laura Robertson said she arrived at 
Troai’s house the next day after the lis i i.-ide ; 
described the wound, the spots of blood on 
the floor, etc. No new developments were 
brought out in her examinati .n. • 
At a quarter past 5 the Court adjourned 
until 9 a. M, to-day.

Another process of impregnating wood 
for its preservation has been patented in 
Germany. 
This consists in first treating 
the wood with a solution of zino vitriol, 
and then with a eolation of chloride of cal­ 
cium, so that the preservative coating is 
formed upon the wood by the chemical ac­ 
tion of both Bubstances upon one another. 
In the writings of Confucius, the great 
( ninese philosopher, occurs the following 
passage: “ As we use a glass to examine 
the forms of things, so must we study an­ 
tiquity to understand the present.” This 
sentence points most unmistakably to the 
use of magnifying glasses long before the 
time of the writer, who died 478 B. C. 
In boring an artesian well in the Santa 
Clara valley, Cal., the stump of a redwood 
tree was met at a distance of 281 feet from 
the grouBd surface. 
The point where the 
tree wa3 struck is 84 feet above tide water, 
from which it is distant eight miles, and 
the depth at which the wood was reached 
is mucii greater than that of the water in 
the bay. 
Carrier-pigeons are sometimes attacked 
and destroyed by birdB of prey. 
Lately, it 
was resolved to try how well ravens would 
perform the same functions as the pigeons. 
The test was made at Coblenz with young 
birds. 
The point of arrival was a small 
place on the Moselle, near Treves, distant 
from Coblenz about forty miles. The sable 
messengers did their duty admirably. 
An old lady who had no relish for modern 
church music was expressing her dislike of 
the singing of an anthem in a certain 
church not very far from

The value of the peanut crop of this 
country for the current year is estimated 
by the Savannah Telegram at £3,000,000. 
That paper says that “ the Virginians are 
beginning to turn the peanut into flonr, 
and say it makes peculiarly palatable 
‘biscuit.’ 
In 
Georgia there is a cus­ 
tom, 
now 
growing 
old, 
of 
grinding 
or pounding 
the shelled peanuts and 
turning them into pastry, which has some 
resemblance, both in looks and taste, to 
that made of cocoanut, but the peanut 
pastry is more oily and richer, and, we 
think, healthier and better every way.” 
M. Cazan insists that the chemical com. 
position of steel rails has only a secondary 
influence upon their resistance; that every­ 
thing depends upon the temperature at 
which the rails are finished at the rolling 
mill. 
At the bright red heat the particles 
of the metal have sufficient liberty of 
movement to allow of their grouping them­ 
selves into the crystalline form, which is 
uot the case at lower temperatures, and 
that theiefore, if bright-red iron be sub­ 
mitted to forging and rolling before it has 
cooled down, it will have no opportunity 
of crystallizing. 
Commerce quickly sees the best way to 
effect her purpose. 
Since the St. Gothard 
tunnel was finished much of the Italian 
trade has been diverted into the hands of 
the Belgians, Germans and Hollanders. 
Through the tunDel, and without breaking 
bulk, early fruits may be taken from all 
parts of Italy to the principal seaports of 
the continent on the German ocean, and 
from each places as Antwerp and Rotter­ 
dam swift Bteamers convey the precious 
but perishable prodace with all speed to 
London and other English cities, where a 
ready market is obtained. An active trade 
s never, and never can be, one sided. The 
,'talians are now receiving from the north 
-of Europe articles they hardly dreamed of 
ubtaiuing a few years ago,' 


At the meeting of the New York State 
Agricultural Society at Rochester, Sep­ 
tember 11th, Emmet Wells, on invitation, 
read a practical paper on hops. 
Most of it 
was devoted to the marketing of hops. 
He stated that the business was very 
“ slippery, treacherous and difficult to 
manage.” 
His experience was “ that a 
more cranky set of men to deal with 
could not possibly be found in any branch 
of trade than hopmen.” 
The price of 
hops, unlike that of other farm products, 
does not depend on the scarcity or abund­ 
ance of the article. 
In the spring of 1882 
the price of hops in the New York market 
was 24 cents per pound. In May they rose 
to 28 cents, and they continued to rise 
steadily until November, when they reached 
the astonishing price of £1 10. 
A\ ifch few 
hops imported, and no new crop to har­ 
vest, the price declined till, on the 34 of 
last August, “ bottom was reached,” and 
hops for which SI 10 had been refused by 
some growers sold for 28 cents. 
In his 
opinion, there was no more reason for hops 
going above tiO cent3 Der pound than for 
potatoes selling lor £50 per barrel. 
The 
effect of the hop “ boom” was injurious to 
the producer, dealer and manufacturer. 
It 
set many people to thinking they would be 
prepared to seil hops when they again com­ 
manded £1 10 per pound. 
Many old hop- 
raisers increased their fields, wbile thou­ 
sands who had never raised a plant pre­ 
pared to set out large plantations. 
It was 
the same in England, France, Belgium and 
Germany as in this country. 
I’rices will 
not be affected this year by the increased 
acreage in hops, but they will be next sea- 
Bon and during subsequent years. 
Over­ 
production meaDS ruinous prices, and it 
specially applies to articles like hops. 
He 
advised pereons who are in the hop-grow­ 
ing business to continue in it, although 
prices rule very low a year or two. 
Many 
are generally discouraged when prices fat!, 
and abandon the business in which they are 
engaged. Then comes a reaction, and prices 
advance. 
He did not question the equity 
or fairness of the rule of the commercial 
exchange establishing a tare of 
seven 
pounds on a bale of hops, but he thought 
the rule requiring the grow r to brand hi* 
bale with his name, year of growth, and 
the place where the hops were raised, 
would be beneficial to those who 
pro­ 
duced a superior article and cared it 
properly. 
It would enable a man to estab­ 
lish a reputation that would possess a 
market value. 
The producers of hops, aB 
well as the consumers of beer and other 
malt liquors, had much to fear from the 
employment of substitutes for hops. When­ 
ever hops were very high brewers outside 
of Germany used other materials for pro­ 
ducing the desired bitter taste and for in­ 
suring the preservation of the beer. 
In 
Germany there was a Government inspect­ 
or in every brewery, and the adulteration 
of malt liquors, as well as wine, was a 
criminal offense. 
In this country a short 
croD of hops was the signal for importing 
large quantities of gentian root, chamomile 
flowers, columbo root, quassia wood, nux 
vomica, aloes, eocculus ludicus and licorice 
paste. 
To a less extent the same was true 
in England. 
While other articles were in 
uBe as substitutes for hops, they were only 
employed in the manufacture of malt liq­ 
uors. 
Ho believed that Congress should 
employ means to prevent the adulteration 
of the drinks now in so common use in 
this country. 
The requirements of the 
Treasury Department do not go far enough. 
Government collected a large revenue from 
malt liquors, and it should do something to 
insure their purity and wholesomeness.

In the collection of Adolphe Cremieux’a 
letters and sayings, recently published un­ 
der the title of “ En 1848,” there is a 
passage giving some hitherto unpublished 
details of Louis Puilippe’s flight from the 
Tuileries. 
The passage ruus as follows : 
“ After several vain interviews with the 
King, Cremieux arrived once more at the 
Tuileries just as the mob was pouring into 
the l’lace de Caroussel, and a butchery be­ 
ginning. 
He was met by the Due de Mont- 
pensier, who asked what had happened. 
* I think all is lost, Monseigncur,’ replied 
Cremieux. 
‘ The people press forward, the 
troops are shooting at only one place close 
by. 
The King must try to save himself.’ 
Loois Philippe had heard what was said, 
and when Cremieux approached was al­ 
ready changing his uniform for a black 
suit, and had taken off his Order of tae 
Legion of Honor. 
The Queen was present, 
and was soon joined by several ladies, 
weeping 
and 
dressed 
in 
mourning. 
The 
Duchess 
de 
Montpensier 
threw hersell into her husband’s arms, who 
requested Cremieux to lead her, but this 
was prevented by M. de Lasteyrie, whu 
came forward. 
The representative of the 
people, so soon to be a member of the Pro­ 
visional Government, begged the royal 
family to hasten their preparations, and re­ 
ceived a bitter reply from the queen. 
‘Yon misjudge my impatience, mailame,1 
said Cremieux, ‘ the dauger in which the 
king stands is my excuse.’ 
Four ladies, of 
which one must have been the Duchess de 
Nemours, and each of whom had a child 
in her arms, were still in the room. 
Or­ 
ders were issued for four carriages to wait 
in the Place de la Concorde. 
Tde king 
asked for his keys, and a bunch was 
brought; he took a large portfolio from 
a table, and the company entered a passage 
leading to the garden : Cremieux foremost, 
with the Due de Montpensier, then the 
king and queen, and, lastly, the ladies and 
children. 
The 
Tuileries 
garden 
was 
reached through the Pavilion de l’Horologe. 
National guards on foot and horseback si­ 
lently saluted. 
‘ Do you think we run any 
dajger?' the Due de Montpensier asked 
Cremieux, who, encouraging him, promised 
to accomDany the party as far as St. Cloud. 
In the Place de la Concorde only one car­ 
nage was waiting, and was immediately 
entered by the Duchess de Nemours, with 
three other ladies, and 
the 
children. 
* What is to become of the king and 
queen ? ’ cried the Due de Montptusier. 
The king, who only now became aware of 
the state of the case, ran up to tho car­ 
riage, tore open the door, and exclaimed, 
* Get out, all of you ! ’ The occupants at 
once obeyed, and Louis Pliilippe and the 
queen hastily took their places. 
One of 
the ladies, probably the Duchess de Ne­ 
mours, and her child were thrust in after, 
and the king cried * Drive on ! ’ The 
coachman did not hear. 
Cremieux re­ 
peated the order and the horBes were 
driven off at a sharp trot. 
When Cre- 
mieux turned round the Place de la Con­ 
corde was almost empty. 
The Duo de 
Montpensier, who seemingly had mean­ 
while found another carriage, had disap­ 
peared. 
For a moment Cremieux remained 
standing quite amazed at the sudden solu­ 
tion of tne difficulty, and then, catching 
sight of the Palais Bourbon on the other 
side of the Seine, he remembered his next 
pressing duty. Shortly after he announced 
the flight of ,the royal family to the Cham­ 
ber.”

COFFEE 
GROWING 


A gentleman who traveled through the 
principal coffee plantations in Brazil in 
1 S7-t furnishes eome very interesting points 
in regard to the cultivation of coffee, and 
also the country and climate, 
H e says 
the soil th at is considered the best to plant 
the coffee trees is in dark-brow n, sandy 
loam, but the reddish colored soil (some­ 
w hat similar to th a t of Ceylon, though not 
so dry and hard), is also considered to be 
excellent. 
The plantations are from 1,500 
;i,000 feet above the level of the sea, and 
are generally situated in mountainous re­ 
gions, on the side of bills and on plateaus. 
The size of plantations differ considerably, 
as they range from 800 to 2,500 or 3,000 
acres. 
The coffee tree when full grown 
stands from seven to ten feet high, w ith 
branches extending six to eight feet from 
th e bottom. On each branch, between every 
tw o leaves, there is a bunch of about a 
dozen pods, somewhat resembling in size 
and form the edible part of a cherry ; in­ 
side of which, in the shape of a pit, is a 
thin shell like covering, containing the 
coffee beans, of which there are two varie­ 
ties, namely, a Hat bean and a pea berry, 
so-called from its sim ilarity to a pea. This 
latter variety there is in very lim ited quan­ 
tity to be obtained, and its difference from 
the common flat bean is said to result from 
the delicacy of the tree, though the fine 
appearance and qualities of the berry com­ 
mand a higher price. Tne trees are planted 
in rows, and on each tw enty-four feet 
square a large shade tree is planted, which 
m ast have a large tru n k and moderate 
crown. 
A round the tru n k of the coffee 
tree a hole from ten to twelve inches deep 
is dug, in order to provide for the rain and 
m oisture. 
The coffee tree produces after 
three years few beans, but on the fourth 
year double the quantity of the preceding, 
and in five years it is generally full grown, 
and yields according to its age and the soil 
and clim ate in which it is planted. 
Some 
trees produce from two and a half to three 
pounds each, and there are trees yielding 
from one to thirty-tw o pounds each, while 
m any raise from ten to fifteen pounds 
apiece. 
A targe num ber are said to have 
produced from eight to ten pounds clean 
coffee to a tree, 
The fflilovring provinces 
are where the principal coffee plantations 
are situated : Rio Janeiro, Santos, Campi­ 
nas, St. Panlo and Minas. 
In Santo the 
country is very fine, and railroads have 
greatly improved the transportation of the 
coffee from the interior to the coast. 
One 
of the greatest wants of the country for a 
long tim e was laborers. 
W hen the rail­ 
roads liegan to extend their operations 
through the provinces it liberated a host of 
hands ; those who were formerly engaged 
in mule driving were then employed in the 
cultivation of coffee on the plantations. 
The Santos coffee is used very largely in 
Europe, and is of a somewhat milder flavor 
than other Brazil coffees. 
The province of 
Santos produces from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 
bags of coffee 
Some idea of the immensity of these 
plantations may be inferred when it is 
Btated th at on this plantation in question 
there are said to be 3SO.OGO acres including 
nearly 200,OOOyoung trees from one to three 
years o lí -..Jhe railroad facilities are very 
effective ... bringing the coffee to m arket, 
and the gradual abolition of slavery in the 
Brazils is doing much to extend the won­ 
derful trade of 
this staple production. 
Since September, 1871, all children born in 
the kingdom are free, though the Govern­ 
m ent agrees th at their services up to the 
age of twenty-one years shall belong to the 
fazenda or planter, who by good treatm ent 
expects to retain their future services for a 
fair rem uneration. 
The province of Minas, another large 
coffee-producing region, has an area of 
200,000 square miles or more, w ith about 
from 1,500,000 to 2.000,000 inhabitants 
(the best populated district in the Brazils) 
and a m ost salubrious climate. 
The eleva­ 
tion is about 2,000 to 2,300 feet, and the 
coffee trees after six years growth average 
from one and a quarter to one and a half 
pounds per tree, which is much below St. 
I’aulo, although on some plantations they 
have yielded upw ard of fifteen pounds per 
tree. 
In Minas but little fertilization is 
used, and the trees are planted from ten to 
eleven feet apart to the square, and when 
full grown are from ten to twelve feet high. 
The soil is m ostly of a reddish nature. 
M inas, which contains some splendid views 
and picturesque places, together with its 
tropical plants, is well w orthy of a visit 
from the tourist. 
Among the great plan­ 
tations of Brazil, which have a world-wide 
reputation, th at of the Frozenda St. Anna, 
belonging to the Baron de Bonito, is said to 
be the best conducted and most profitable 
establishm ent in the province of Rio J a ­ 
neiro. 
The proprietor owns four planta­ 
tions closely lying together and containing 
several million of trees. 
Every depart­ 
m ent and every detail connected w ith it is 
very system atically arranged, and the labor 
is, therefore, made productive w ith very 
few hands. 
Tne num ber of laborers em ­ 
ployed on this estate is estim ated at 1,000, 
including men, women and children. 
From Brazil, which is one of the finest 
countries in the world, and which produces 
the largest crop of coffee, the U nited States 
is said to have imported in 1SS2 over 2,500,­ 
000 bags. 
Four years ago the estim ated 
area of acres under cultivation was 1,500,­ 
000 which annually produced about 5,000,- 
000 bags of coffee, though at the present 
tim e of w riting Brazil, it is said, produces 
annually about 7,000,000 bags on a vast 
area under cultivation.—[New England 
Grocer. 


Jam es W ood, of Albany, in a recent 
lecture, say E astern exchanges, gave the 
following curious tradition as 
existing 
among the W elsh: 
In 1170, two brothers, 
David and Madoc, quarreled 
for 
the 
throne. 
The younger, Madoc, becoming 
disgusted, gave up the struggle, and fitting 
ont a ship, sailed west. 
The next year he 
returned, said he had discovered a fruitful 
country, and called upon his friends to 
follow him. 
He had no difficulty in filling 
ten ships w ith men, women and children. 
They sailed away, and, according to the 
W elsh story, were never heard of again. 
This would not be w orth much as history 
were it not th at it seems confirmed by evi­ 
dence found on this Bide of the ocean. 
In 
1070. 500 years after Prince Madoc left 
Wales, a W elsh m inister named Morgan 
was sent from New Y ork to N orth C»ro- 
lina to preach to some W elsh people who 
Bfcttled there. 
One day he wandered too 
far beyond the outskirts of the settlem ent, 
and was captured by the Indians. 
They 
took him many miles inland, and prepared 
to bnrn him a t the stake. 
Tne fagots were 
piled around him, and his doom seem 
sealed. 
Suddenly he exclaimed in Welsh, 
“ H ave I come 60 far to die like a dog at 
last?” 
To his surprise the Indian chief 
sprang forward, loosed his bands, and em ­ 
braced him,crying in W elsh, “ N o;uot if you 
speak in th at language.” 
H enceforth he 
was the honored guest of the tribe. 
Mor­ 
gan’s surprise deepened wben the princi­ 
pal members of the Indian tribe gathered 
around him and began to converse with 
him in W elsh. 
He preached to them and 
they understood him. 
B ut w h it amazed 
him most was to discover th a t they had 
a m anuscript copy of the Bible in the 
W elsh language. 
Morgan relates this story 
in a letter sent to fiiends in W ales. 
This 
letter is well authenticated, but it is the 
only evidence we have in the m atter. 
So 
far as we are aware nothing more was ever 
heard of this Indian tribe who spoke 
W elsh and had a W elsh Bible. 
But fif­ 
teen or tw enty years later an exploring 
party, returning from beyond the Missis­ 
sippi river, relate, among other wonders, 
th at they found a tribe of Indians who 
spoke the W elsh language. 
They, too, 
have a m anuscript copy of the W elsh Bible. 
None of their num ber can read it, and they 
keep it as a m ysterious treasure carefully 
rolled op in the skin of animals. 
And 
fifteen or tw enty years later still another 
exploring party brings us lu ck strange 
news from the Red river of the North. 
They have found there singular people 
w ith whitened hair and blue eyes. 
Lastly, Catlin epeaks of a tribe of white 
Indians dwelling about the upper courses 
of the Missouri. 
Tney ard different from 
the tribe3 around them . 
Some have fair 
skin and blue eyes, and their language is 
strangely m ixtd w ith a great num ber of 
W elsh words. 
“ Now ,” says Mr. W ood, “ here we 
have five independent accounts, which seem 
to tell one story. 
They are so strange that 
historians don’t know w hat to do with 
them . 
B ut if Indians on the American 
continent can speak the W elsh language, 
they m ust have been taught at some 
tim e ; if there are m anuscript copies of the 
W elsh Bible here, they m ust have come 
somehow. 
And yon can put these facts 
together as you please.” 
A nother new fact was stated by the lect­ 
urer. 
In speaking of the discoveries of 
John Cabot, he said in substance : “ Here 
is a strange thing. 
John Cabot reached 
the shores of Newfoundland in 1497, only 
five years after Columbus set sail. 
He 
found th at Indians were in possession of a 
great num ber of French words, and even 
understood him when he spoke in th at lan­ 
guage. 
They knew the French term s for 
codfish and fishing. 
He learned th a t the 
Breton fishermen from the rock-bound 
coast of northern France were in the habit 
of coming to these bleak American shores 
in their fishing smacks, and catching the 
cod w ith which these shores abounded. 
Remember, this was only five years after 
the time of Columbus. 
So as these fear­ 
less fishermen, in their frail vessels, had 
been traveling backward and forward across 
the ocean long enough to teach the Indians 
a good part of their language, who knows 
w hether or not they saw the continent of 
America even before Columbus did ?” 


WOMEN OF THE WJXLD. 


C u r io u s C a s t in g s.— Among the curious 
things exhibited at the Louisville Southern 
Exhibition are thirteen medallions or cast­ 
ings of iron representing C hrist and the 
twelve Apostles. 
These were cast from 
native ores nearly one hundred years ago, 
at the old Bellewood furnace upon the 
Cumberland river, in eastern Tennessee, in 
molds made of green sandstone. 
Consid­ 
ering the rudeness of m ethods and the in- 
faney of art In th at section and tim e, they 
have a finish, smoothness and polish th at 
Is remarkable. The delineation of features, 
the eyes, brows, chin, etc., are nearly if 
not quite equal to the very best grade of 
ahisel-worh. 


A n O ld G o u r d .— A gourd which was 
grown in New K ent county, Virginia, in 
1772, and is therefore 111 years old, is 
owned by Mrs. Thomas, of Bedford, Va. 
I t was presented to her by a friend when 
she w ent to housekeeping, with the remark 
th at be had used it for 45 yearB to keep 
roasted coffee in, and th at it would answer 
her for the same purpose. 
The vegetable 
grew by the side of an old mill, and wa3 
bitten by a hog while it was growing, the 
holes made by the hog’s teeth still being in 
the shell. 
I t is about nine inches long, 
oval shaped, w ith a straight stem, which 
had been cu t off and used as a bottle or a 
canister.

W. M. Flinders Fetrie haB been studying 
the tools of the Egyptians of the pyramids 
&Dd found th at they had mechanical con­ 
trivances hitherto supposed not older than 
the tenth century of our era. 
I t is now 
proved th at they drilled holes in granite 
with a tubular drill, presumably of bronze 
and w ith its cutting circular edge set with 
hard jewels, probably corendum. 
A fter 
drilling for some distance the granite core 
was broken out. 
Holes are found in which 
the process is only half complete, showing 
the method used. 
Scone coffins were hol­ 
lowed out by drilling holes in this way 
along the line, each touching its neighbor. 
The inequalities were rubbed off after the 
solid stone core of the coffin had been re­ 
moved. 
It is also known th at circular 
saws set w ith hard jewels were used for 
slicing stone.

SAN FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


The fourth day’s argument in the celebrated 
debris case was commenced Thursday morn­ 
ing in the U nited States Circuit Court. 
From the present aspect, argument will con- 
■ tinue for two weeks longer. 
The first stage in the Gray case was 
brought to a close in the Superior Court 
Thursday morning by the announcement of 
the jury’s disagreement and its discharge 
from further consideration of the case. 
In the case of M artin W hite against An­ 
nie Merrill et al., on a breach of contract in­ 
volving a claim of Dearly 8400,000, tbe jury 
has returned a verdict for the plaintiff for 
$140,575, in Judge Maguire’s Court. 
The Supreme Court has reversed the judg­ 
m ent and order of the Superior Court ot Las 
Angeles county in the case of the A nshtim 
W ater Company vs. tbe Semi-Tropic W ater 
Company, involvirg the use cf water from 
the Santa Ana river. 
J. H . Joeselyn and Mary Vanderpool, 
charged with having performed an abortion 
on Mrs. 
Mary Emmons, were examined 
Thursday in l’olice Court No. 2. The case 
was dismissed, there being a lack of evi­ 
dence corroborativa cf the testimony of the 
prosecuting witness. 
Thomas Graves, a colored m ar, dislocated 
his jaw Thursday while yawning, and went 
to the City Receiving Kcspital for treatm ent 
with his mouth wide open. 
After much diffi­ 
culty Dr. Dennis and his as iitant succeeded 
in closing the man s jaw, who then ceased 
yawning and went to Bleep. 
The will of Lafayette Storey was filed for 
probate Thursday. 
The estate consists of a 
lot worth 818,000 and bocds, stocks and 
mortgages, the value of which is unknown. 
I t is all bequeathed to David Storey, of M an­ 
chester, Maes ; A. B. Storey, and Lafayette 
Storey, brothers aad nephew of the deceased. 
J . J. Maginis, the official phonographic 
reporter of 1 ispartment Klever, has in addi­ 
tion to the $07l), for which an application was 
recently made on the Treasurer, another ram 
of about §200 due him, and recently tiled a 
separate demand for that amount, and the 
game process was gone through in his endeavor 
to secure it as with the previous sum. 
Daniel Sullivan began an action Thursday 
against Henry Casebolt for $25,000 damages 
for a crippled hand. 
The injury was sus­ 
tained on the 1st of August last, while the 
plaintiff was in the employ of the defendant, 
and was caused by Sullivan’- hand being 
drawn into a pulley over which ropes were 
fastened to a steam engine. 
Sullivan alleges 
that tbe accident was due to Casebolt having 
a careless and negligent engineer. 
To the date of advices received from the 
Arctic whaling fleet, July 20tb, the whaling 
season had been very bad and icy, the worst 
known for years. 
Only one disaster of a Beri- 
ous nature had been reported—the loss of the 
ship John Howland, which has been previ­ 
ously chronicled. 
Several vessels had been 
nipped by the ice, which extended farther to 
the south than usual, as it did on the other 
side, as illustrated by the story of the Pro­ 
teus. 
Nono of the fleet have yet arrived. 
Tbe whales went through the ice before the 
Bhips could get through, and they will remain 
there until the breaking up.

The bark C. D. Bryant, which grounded in 
crossing over the Columbia river bar some 
days ago, is thought to be only slightly 
damaged, 
J . S. Donnelly, of Stockton, while remon­ 
strating with his son for getting drank, was 
Assaulted by the boy’s companion, a young 
man named White. 
The potato crop in Honey Lake valley, 
Nev., is ruined by disease. 
The potatoes 
look well enough, bnt when opened are found 
to be black and rotten. 
A tight-rope performer, Thursday, at So- 
oorro, N. M., named Marcial Gonzales, lost 
bis balance, falling to the gronnd, a distance 
of thirty feet. 
He is badly injured. 
A young man at Van Dieman canyon, 
L ob Angeles county, last week eloped with a 
young girl only 13 years old, and it is sup­ 
posed ran away to Old Mexico with her. 
The Fresno Expositor is informed that the 
railroad company is about to reduce the 
freight on fruit shipped from that place to 
San Francisco one half, or to $7 50 per ton.

IM PE N D IN G 
JAIC, 
D B U V E R Y . 


The BvlUtin of last evening says: 4 6 1 is 
stated that the robbers, murderers and crim­ 
inals generally in and out of the prisons of 
this State have lately been aroused to action 
by the prospect that a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court may liberate them. 
The writ of error asked for by A. L. H art 
on behalf of the Sacramento murderers, 
H urtado and R iten, and which will bring 
before the Federal Court of last resort the 
question of the constitutionality of convic­ 
tions on information, has, it is said, set all 
the bad eggs of the State to hurrying up 
contribution! to pay lawyers for arguing the 
point. 
If carried the matter would involve 
the liberation of all the prisoners convicted 
on information since the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution. 
I t will be remembered that a few 
days sinee Justice Field granted a hearing 
before the Supreme Court at Washington, al­ 
though individually the Justice believed the 
section of the Federal Constitution requiring 
prisoners to be indicted applied only to 
United States prisoners. 
The same point 
was raised by H. E Highton in the Kal­ 
loch case, and decided adversely by the State 
Supreme Court. 
In reference to an attem pt to procure his 
services in the case some lime ago, Mr. 
Highton yestetdiy said : “ Sometime since a 
person came to my office snd inquired of me 
how much I would charge to go to Washing­ 
ton and argue the question before the Su­ 
preme Court.
